[ ONDON, June 4.—With dramatic 
suddenness the king has been 
stricken down upon the eve of his 
coronation.

HOW SURGEONS OPERATED 

ON BODY OF THE KING 

Shortly before 2 o’clock this afternoon 
his majesty was moved from his couch to 
the operating table and the anaesthetic 
was administered. Sir Frederick Treves 
made the incision near the patient’s groin 
and carried it upward, with an outward 
slant for nearly 4 inches. The obstruction 
was removed and a tubing was placed in 
the affected intestine. 

King Edward's first words when he re- 
turned to consciousness were to ask for 
‘George’ and the prince of Wales, who 
was waiting in the next room, was im- 
mediately admitted to his father’s pres- 
ence. 

While the operation was being perform- 
ed the great central court yard of Buck- 
ingham palace, so lately the scene of such 
brilliant gatherings, was utterly deserted 
and an impressive silence reigned 
throughout the building. The equerries 
talked in whispers, servants tiptoed about 
and the tension grew almost unbearable.

(GEORGE, PRINCE OF WALES, . 
HEIR TO BRITAIN’S THRONE

Prince George Frederick Ernest Albert. 
the second son of the new king and queen 
of Great Britain—Prince Albert Victor, 
the eldest son, having died January: i4, 
1892, at the age of 18—is the heir apparent. 
Up to his grandmother's death he was 
duke of York, earl of Inverness and 
Baron Killarney. Since his father’s ac- 
cession to the throne the duke of York 
was made the duke of Cornwall and sub- 
sequently the prince of Wales. 

Comparatively little is known to the 
world at large about his tastes, his daily 
life and his character. He is a sailor, 
having joined the navy within 
days of attaining his twelfth year, 
sailors are proverblally modest. Signifi- 
cant of the man is the well authenticated 
fact that, when he was asked some time 
ago for his favorite motto, he replied: 

“England expects every man to do his 
duty.’ 

Well Received in Ireland. 

This is very forcibly illustrated by the 
fact that when it became advisable some 
few years ago, for reasons of state, that 
he should visit Ireland, he lived up to the 
duty implied in his favorite’s motto, de- 
spite the fact that both bend his wife 
were overwhelmed with anonymous let- 
ters threatening them with a speedy end 
if they carried out their intentions. The 
trip to Ireland was made, and proved 
such a success that it was seriously dis- 
cussed immediately afterwards whether 
it would not be wise to create the then 
duke of York prince of Ireland and make 
the title a permanent one for the eldest 
son of the prince of Wales. 

Likes Naval Life. 

The present prince of Wales had an 
early training practically identical with 
that of his elder brother, but even in the 
nursery Prince George made it quite 
clear that he was determined to be a 
sailor. He was never so happy as when 
listening to the thrilling stories told him 
by the rector of Sanringham, who had 
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and |

been naval instructor to the duke .of 
Edinburg, the prince’s uncle and late 
reigning duke of Saxe-Coburg and Gotha. 
When the boy was only 17 years old his 
father had decided that he should be 
trained for the navy, very wisely direct- 
ing, however, that the prince’s general 
education should not be neglected. 
Prince George entered the navy June 
5, 1877, joining the Britannia at Dart- 
mouth. He wae treated exactly as his fel- 
naval cadets on board the training 
ship, which he quitted two years later, 
leaving a good record and having made 
himself very popular both among officers 
and men. After a nine months’ cruise he 


| became a full fledged naval officer. 


Has Seen Much of the World. 
Like his father, the present prince of 
Wales has seen much’of the world, partly 
because his calling as a sallor compelled 
him to, but mostly because he is fond of 
travel. He served on the North American 
station for some time and subsequently 
in the channel squadron. The future 
king never lost, an opportunity of seeing 
something of the vast British colonies, 
and it is well known that he shares all 

his father’s interest in Great Britain. 
Physically Prince George always had 
the best of health until early in the nine- 
when, while on a visit to the duke 
of Clarence, he contracted a pecullarly 
terrible form of typhoid fever. Scarcely 
had his parents recovered from the keen 
anxiety which was felt on his behalf bee 
fore they were called upon to lose thelr 
oldest son and heir. The prince’s naval 
career was necessarily cut short and he 
being still single, there was much discus- 
sion as to the succession in the event of 
his death, the other children of the then 

prince of Wales being girls.

TOLD TO COMMONS

Statement by Balfour Regarding 
Iiness of the King 


He Says That the House Will Not Be 
Adjourned, as Such a Course 
Might Cause Panic—Salis- 
bury Informs the House 
of Lords. 


London, June 24.—The house of com- 
mons was crowded today by members 
and others who were anxious to hear the 
expected statement of the government 
leader, A. J. Balfour, on the subject of 
the king’s illness. After reading the early 
bulletins referring to his majesty’s ill- 
ness, Mr. Balfour said he had intense 
gratification in saying that a successful 
operation had been performed on the 
king and that his majesty was progress- 
ing as well as possible. 

“That announcement,” proceeded Mr. 
Balfour, ‘‘removes a myreat load from 
many of our minds. a“ 

“My first inclination on hearing the 
melancholy news was to Suggest that 
the house mark its sense of the disaster 
which has befallen the whole community 
by adjourning. But on more careful re- 
flection I have come to fhe conclusion 
that such a course is ill-advised. 

Great Anxiety Felt. 


“The anxiety we all feel must be great 
and that anxiety is necessarily augmeng- 


.ed by the circumstances under which the 


disaster has befallen the royal family and 
the whole country. I have come to the 
conclusion that if the house was to take 
the exceptional course to which I have 
adverted, that which is now anxiety in 
the public mind might become a panic 
and wholly exaggerated ideas of the pres- 
ent state of things might go abroad. 

“The status of things is undvubtedly 
grave, but we ought not to use stronger 
epithets in regard to it than those I have 
used, and I am convinced that if we were 
to consider the King’s condition to be 
such that it would be improper to carry 
on the business of the country, we should 
preduce a wholly false impression. 

“In these circumstances we do not pro- 
pose to suggest any exceptional course, 
as so far as we know as present every- 
thing is going on ag well as can possibly 
be expected.”’ 

The liberal leader, Sir Henry Campbell- 
Bannerman, expressed his entire approval 
of the course taken by Mr. Balfour, and 
the house assumed its ordinary busi- 
ness. ; 

Salisbury Informs Lords. 

Lord Salisbury, in the house of lords, 
said: 

‘“‘All we ean do at present is to hope 
and pray for the best and console our- 
selves with the knowledge that the sur- 
geons entertain a most satisfactory view 
in regard to the progress of the distin- 
guished patient. More definite language 
than this is impossible An operation of 
singular severity has been performed, ° and! 
leaves behind it every hope of a pros- 
perous issue. Some weeks will in the 
best event elapse before his majesty is 
restored to his usual health. For three 
or more days at least, and maybe longer, 
there must be uncertainty. 

“No action can be taken by the house 
while matters are in a state of transition, 
but I think we have every ground to 
hope that the issue will be a favorable 
one and that we shall be able to return 
to our ordinary avocations at an early 
period.” 

The cabinet council, which lasted 
an hour, was held this evening at Mr. 
Balfour’s room in the house of commons. 
It is understood that it was arranged to 
carry on as far as possible public busi- 
ness requiring the king’s approval and sig- 
nature without reference to his majesty, 
in order to insure absolute mental and 
physical rest and quiet, throughout what 
the ministers hope will be the period of 
convalescence. 


Edward’s intimate friends. The bishop 
referred to the king’s recent presence in 
the cathedral at the peace thanksgiving 
as a sad contrast to today’s circum- 
stances and asked his congregation to 
pray for his majesty, the royal family, 
the king’s physicians and to learn to hope. 
Then followed a solemn pause while the 


vast congregation knelt reverently in 
silent prayer. A short service of inter- 
cession followed. A _ service similar to 
the one held there was also held in St. 
George chapel by the dean of Windsor. 

A brief notice has been published in The 
Gazette, as a result of which the entire 
gtate, social and business arrangements 
throughout the country are paralyzed. 
The order is dated from the earl mar- 
ghal’s office and reads as follows: 

“T have to announce that the solemnity 
of the coronation of their majesties, King 
Edward VII and Queen Alexandra, is 
postponed from the 26th to a date here- 
after to be determined.” 
In spite of the royal wish that the pro- 
vincia] celebrations be carried out as ar- 
ranged, many towns have abandoned the 
festivities which were to be held, al- 
though at Liverpool and other large cities 
it was decided to carry out all the char- 
itable arrangements. 
QUEEN ALEXANDRA BEARS 
THE STRAIN VERY BRAVELY 

The leading business houses of London 
have decided to keep open June 2% and 27, 
although the banks will probably be 
closed. 

Among the hundreds of postponements 
caused by the sudden illness of the king 
is that the publication of the list of coro- 
nation honors. 

Portsmouth is perhaps the keenest suf- 
ferer among all who lose financially as 
a result of the postponement of the coro- 
nation. 

The harvest Portsmouth expected to 
reap from the naval review will now be 
lost to the city. 

The bonfires which top the hills of the 
United Kingdom from John O'Groats to 
Landsend wil] not be lighted; they will 
be kept intact, however, in the hope of 
the celebration being held at a later date. 

Queen Alexandra has borne the strain 
of the past week with the bravest spirit. 
She was always fearful of what might 
happen. Her majesty took her part in 
the festivities at Ascot and elsewhere 
without revealing any sign of her inward 
anxiety, and when she was told today 
that an operation was imperative and 
that the coronatign would have to be 
postponed she quietly answered: “Have 
I not felt that this would happen?’ and 
asked, “How does the king bear it?’’

KING’S PECULIAR DISEASE 
PROBABLY APPENDICITIS 


Son, 
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Heavy Black Line Over Hip Marks Place Where Incision Was Made 
in Operation on King Edward. 
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Atlanta Physicians Say Perityphlitis Is a Similar Com- 
plaint and That High-Sounding Name was 
Probably Used for Reasons of State. 


King Edward's serious illness caused 


widespread interest in Atlanta yester- 
day. Naturally @iis interest was chiefly 
centered among the members of the med- 
ical fraternity when it was known that 
an operation for perityphliitis had been 
performed. The significance of this op- 
eration was, of course, instantly grasped 
by physicians and surgeons, but to the 
average layman the disease was some- 
thing entirely new. 

According to the definition given in a 
standard medical dictfonary perityphlitis 
is “an inflammation of the peritoneum, 
surrounding the caecum,” or, in other 
words. an inflammation cf the large in- 
testine which connects with the vermi- 
form appendix. Unattended by appendi- 


‘citis the disease is said by experts to bea 


very rare. In fact, physicians of the old 
school were wont to diagnose nearly all 
cases Of appendicitis as peritypphiitis, 
and it was not until the former disease 
was better understood that the proper 
distinction was drawn. 

In the opinion of well-known local ex- 
perts King Edward is suffering from ap- 
rendicitis, and that the diagnosis of psri- 
typhlitis had been given out simply b:>- 
cause the term was.,rare and would not 
cause so much alarm as the more gener- 
ally known disease. 

One well-kiiown surgeon who is an ex: 
pert on appendicitis, but who did not 
care to be quoted directly in this con- 
nection, stated that the physicians who 
are attending the king are all old men 
who ~have retired from active practize 
and are not up to modern methods. 

Dr. W. S. Elkin, one of the best-known 
surgeons in Atlanta, in speaking of the 
operation, said: 

“The operation for perityphlitis or ap- 
pendicitis is the same. An incision is 
made on the right side of the abdomen 
half way between the navel and the up- 
per part of the hip bone. An !nch and 
a half or two inches is the average in- 
cision. The depth of the cut, of course, 
is controlled by the physique of the pa- 
tient. The skin and the fetty tissues are 
cut through and the appendix. removed. 
In twenty-four hours after the attack 
the mortality In cases of appendicitis ‘s 
very slight when a proper operation is 
performed. In the case of King Edward 
if he really has appendicitis, the chances 
would be greatly diminishea. In the first 
place, the disease has had an opportuni- 
ty to progress, and in the second, his 
age is against him.” 

Dr. Ficyd McRae, who has probably 
operated on more cases of appendicitis 
than any surgeon in the state, said: 

“IT am inclined to think King Edward 
has appendicitis. Unattended by that 
disease perityphlitis is rare. The diséases 
may be said to be identical. In all my 
practice, or in the practice of any of my 
professional friends, I have never heard 
of a case of perityphlitis. Perityphlitis 
is an inflammation of the csecum, and 
was formerly confounded with appendi- 
citis. It might be termed a localized 
peritonitis. 

“In the case of King Edward, I shoul4 
Say that the chances of recovery are not 
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more than one to three, or possibly 50 
in 100. 
Dr. Cooper Explains. 

“Perityphlitis, with which the king of 
England is said to be suffering,”’ said Dr. 
Hunter P. Cooper, ‘“‘is the old name for 
appendicitis. A good many years ago 
there were two recognized diseases of the 
right side. They were known as typhilistis 
and perityphiltis, the first being the term 
applied to the inflammation of the ap- 
pendix and the other having reference to 
the inflammation about it. 

“In this country the medical fraternity 
dropped the two terms and substituted 
appendicitis, by which this particular dis- 
ease is now known. If King Edward had 
been stricken with the disease in this 
country he would have had appendicitis, 
but as he is in England-—and they ara 
somewhat behind the times there—he is, 
of course, suffering from perityphlitis. 

“Not knowing exactly what operation 
was performed I cannot even express an 
opinion regarding the king’s chances of 
recovery. His age and mode of life, I 
should say, were against him, but, as we 
well know, appendicitis is not fata] in 
every case. It is true, however, that 
some do die after having been operated 
upon for the disease. From all accounts 
I should think the king was afraid to take 
chidroform when operated upon and co- 
caine was used.’ : 

Dr. Hardon Talks. 

Dr. V. O. Hardon when seen yesterday 
and asked for an expression regarding 
the disease with which the king of Eng- 
land wag suffering said: 

“‘Perityphlitis is practically the same 
as appendicitis. In fact, the two are al- 
most identical. The inflammation of the 
appendix is termed appendicitis, while 
the inflammation about the appendix is 
referred to as perityphlitis. 

“An operation usually saves the one 
suffering from the disease, but, of course, 
it is impossible to predict the outcome in 
the present instance. The King’s age is 
against him, but the chances, I should 
judge, are in his favor, from all reports. 
In the majority of cases an operation for 
appendicitis is successful, but naturaily 
much depends upon the condition of the 
person operated upon.” 

Edson on the Disease. 

New York, June 24.—Dr. Gyrus 
explained the king's illness and 
operation es follows: 

“Perityphlitis is inflammation tnelud- 
ing the formation of an abscess of the 
tissues around the veriform appendix, 
and hence perityphlitis is had to dis- 
tinguish at once from appendicitis. Usu- 
ally an operation is necessary ta ascer- 
tain whether the appendix or the sur- 
rounding tissue is diseased. In the king's 
case there is probably an abscess at ths 
head of the large intestine where the ap- 
pendix begins, and the operation today 
was an immediate necessity, because the 
abseess had to be gotten at and emptied 
of its contents and pus. Under ordinary 
circumstances, the king oaght to recover 
in three or four weeks, but after recov- 
ery it would perhaps be four weeks more 
before he would be able to perform his 
part in the coronation ceremony. 

‘The king's trouble is in his right side, 
low down.”

SOME TALK OF CROWNING 
QUEEN ALEXANDRA ALONE 

The idea was mooted in some influential 
quarters today that with a view of pre- 
venting the disappointment of the public 
Queen Alexandra should be crowned alone 
next Thursday and the king should be 
crowned in a comparatively private man- 
ner upon his recovery. This idea was 
discussed, but it was rejected as a pro- 
ceedure calculated to mislead the public 
mind as to the purely relative importance 
of the queen consort. 

The pope and the king of Italy and 
other monarchs have cabled anxious in- 
quiries concerning King Edward's prog- 
ress,. and dispatches received from all 
parts of the world reflect the intensity 
of feeling occasioned by the unexpected 
news of his majesty’s illness and sym- 
pathy with the British nation.

The news 
spread like wildfire. The tens of thou- 
sands of occupants of the streets sud- 
denly stood still under the shock and 
gazed at one another in silent dread of 
what might come next. 

On the stock exchange the effect of 
the startling news was immediate. Prices 
weakened, led by consols, with a fall of 
half a point. 

Official announcements of the king’s 
serious illness were made to public bod- 
les as speedily as possible. Word was 
sent to the house of commons and the 
acting lord chamberlain, Lord Churchill, 
peronally delivered to th2 mansion house, 
the official residence of the lord mayor, 
a& message regarding his majesty’s ill- 
ness, and at this morning’s rehearsal 
of the coronation ceremony at Wesimin- 
ster abbey the bishop of London, at the 
request of Lord Esher, the deputy gov- 
ernor of Windsor castle, made a state- 
ment as follows: 

“I have to make a very sad announce- 
ment. The king is suffering from an 
iliness which makes an operation nec- 
essary today. 
is postponed.” 

The bishop requested the congregation 
to join in the Litany out of the corona- 
tion service, and pray for the recovery of 
the king. 

During the afternoon the earl marshal, 
the duke of Norfolk, issued the follow- 
ing notice: 

“The earl marshal hes received th> 
king’s command to express his majesty's 
deep sorrow that owlng to his serious 
illines the coronation ceremony must be 
postponed. The celebration in London 
will be in consequence likewise postpon- 
ed, but it Is the king’s earnest hope that 
the celebrations in the country shall” be 
held as already arranged.’’ 

UNDER SURGEON’S ENIFE 
HE THOUGHT OF THE POOR 

The king also expressed to the ioré 
mayor his desire that his majesty’s din- 
ner to the poor of London be not post- 
poned. 

Outside of Buckingham palace enor- 
mous throngs of people congregated 
since early morning for the purpose of 
witnessing the arrival of the special am- 
bassadors, who were to be received by 
the king and queen today. Large num- 
bers of foreign representatives actually 
arrived, but the shortness of their stay 
was noticed, inquiries were made arid 
scon the news of his majesty’s serious 
state of health was circulated ainong 
the waiting thousands. 

At the various palaces, and at the Gros- 
venor, Buckingham, Cecil and other ho- 
tels where the foreign representatives 
are staying the news created the greay- 
est dismay. 

Royal carriages were already drawn 
up in readiness to take the guests to 
the reception at the palace, but the mo- 
ment the “‘tickers’’ announced his maj- 
esty’s illness all the preparations for

Traffic seémed momentarily paralyzed 
and it was long before the full effect 
of the startling intelligence was felt.

The streets as the day wore on be- 
came more and more congested and the 
holiday crowd concentrated into groups 
reading and rereading the ‘‘extras.’’ Most 
ot the people seemingly 
scarcely appreciated the full import of 
what they read. 

Work on the stands erected on all sides 
to enable people to view the coronation 
procession was gradually discontinued. 

In Piccadilly, along nearly the whole 
length of which workmen were complet- 
ing the decorations and the roadway, was 
blocked with sightseers, newsboys were 
yelling the announcement of the post- 
ponement of the coronation, but the 
workmen in that part of London stolidly 
continued to finish their work. 
SUBJECTS ARE REASSURED 

BY CHEERFUL BULLETINS 

At about 11 o’clock in the afternoon 
three copies of the signed medical bul- 
letin were posted on different parts of the 
railing surrounding the front of Bucking- 
ham palace. The crowd which had been 
so numerous during the earlier part of 
the day had by that time dwindled to a 
few hundred, but a constantly increasing 
number of fashionable occupants of pass- 
ing carriages descended to read the bul- 
letins. 

In the course of the early afternoon the 
bulletin from, Buckingham palace an-

Queen Alexandra is terribly upset 
and nervous. The royal grandchildren 
were driven to the palace from York 
house shortly after 1 o’clock. 

The prince and princess of Wales re- 
mained at Buckingham palace throughout 
the afternoon, receiving the visiting mem- 
bers of the royal families who drove up 
to the inner court yard. 

At about 4:30 p. m. the prince and prin- 
cess of Waleg left. the palace in an open 
carriage, looking decidedly more cheerful 
than when they entered it, and both of 
them repeatedly acknowledged the silent 
and sympathetic greetings of the people 
gathered around the palace gates and in 
the Mall. 

At the ambassador’s entrance an end- 
less stream of smart carriages deposited 
distinguished people of all nations, who 
struggled to get in and write their names 
in the visitors’ book, forming a brilMant 
scene as the women wore Hight summer 
dresses and nearly all drove up in state. 
The small hall where the visitors’ book 
is kept soon became packed. As some of 
the visitors departed others entered and 
the crowd outside steadily increased in 
number. 

Until 4 p. m. a close vigil was kept 
within the palace. Nearly all the mem- 
bers of the royal families, with wham 
were Lord Salisbury, Mr. Balfour, Lord 
Roberts and other leading men of Eng- 
land, anxiously awaited word trom the 
sick room.

Incidental Democracy. 

Not in the life of the present po 
tential generation has there come so 
opportune a time for a splendid re- 
vival of fundamental democracy. Re- 
publican policies have grown so vaga- 
rious and uncertain in the last six 
years as to leave millions of people 
in the union in doubt as to what next 
to expect from the party in power. 
It has no fixed principles and is sub- 
sisting today upon the chance issues 
and opportunities arising out of cur- 
rent events. The democrats of the 
country should see that their wisdom 
will nct be found in simply chasing 
the republicans along their tortuous 
course. To do that is to rely wholly 
upon incidental democracy—the de- 
mocracy that has no otner reason or 
end than to oppose republicanism and 
seek to overcome it behind its own de- 
fenses. Some times that sort of tac- 
tics will win, but more frequently it 
fails. 

The true policy for the democrats in 
congress and out of it is to set for- 
ward the great fundamental principles

of the fathers of the party—of Jeffer-. 


son, Jackson and Tilden—and fight 
republicanism as a dangerous system 
of politics and administration. There 
are many and broad contrasts that 
may be drawn easily to the popular 
understanding between the equities 
of democracy and the inequities of the 
politics practised from the beginning 
by the republican party.- These con- 
trasts in’ the concrete—in the facts of 
money rule, corporate power, special- 
ism in privileges and tax exemptions, 
in monopoly opportunities and trust 
immuniues—have never been greater 
Or more oppressive to the masses than 
today. And if the democratic leaders 
are wise and strong to their duty they 
will subordinate mere incidentalism in 
the coming campaigns and drive home 
upon the consciences and patriotism 
of voters the duty of returning this 
government to the plain and just prin- 
ciples of original democracy. 

Those principles once more approv- 
ed and enthroned will take care of the 
incidents extant or that may thereaf- 
ter arise. The hearts of the people 
are democratic. It is their heads and 
pockets that have been perverted by 
republican promises and spoliated by 
republican performances. The remedy 
is to re-convert the people to the good 
old saving gospel of democratic rule 
and practice. 
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King Edward’s Illness. 

The sudden and alarming illness 
that has prostrated King Edward on 
the very threshhold of his coronation 
ceremony will center upon him the 
sympathies of the civilized world. The 
event of his reception in state of the 
crown of the most potential empire of 
the globe has caused interest in every 
part of the earth and countries not 
used to honoring such occasions have 
sent special embassies as a testimony 
of regard for this ‘first gentleman of 
Europe” and first British king of the 
twentieth century. 

The English crown has, by an in- 
explicable freak of fatalistic philoso- 
phy, been the object of grewsome gu- 
perstitions. In the reign of nearly 
every one of the monarchs, even in 
that of Victoria, those who kept track 
of coronation omens saw verifications 
of their prophecies. Edward, since he 
became king last year, has been fore- 
warned in scores of ways by all sorts 
of modern soothsayers and fakirs that 
ue would not live to see his coronation 
day. 

Of course, the king is himself a man 
of too much sanity to have been affect- 
ed by the ancient superstitions or the 
modern evil augurs. In fact, there are 
few men in Europe today who are 
more accomplished by education, trav- 
el, observation and world knowledge 
than King Edward. He has approved 
himself for common sense and for 
wisdom in the ways of men in every 
function that demanded his royal pres- 
ence and action. That he has in him 
the sturdy and conservative elements 
requisite in a strong and progressive 
ruler is beyond question with those ac- 
quainted with, his career as prince of 
Wales. 

It could not be regarded as other 
than a tremendous calamity should 
this able and affable monarch suc- 
cumb to this latest of those dangerous 
sicknesses that have often seized him. 
The effect would be sad beyond meas- 
ure upon his hoysehold and plunge the 
British empire in a grief scarcely less 
than that which followed the death of 


his noble mother.

In the realm of religion woman does 
have a peculiar aptitude and a stead- 
ier devotion than most men. But, as 
a modern clergyman recently remark- 
ed, the time is when men should cease 
to hold their religion as many of 
them hold their property—in their 
wife’s name. This thing of a man try- 
ing to sneak into heaven behind his 


wife’s petticoats of piety is also played 


out. If not, it soon will be, because 
the women are fast getting the notion 
that they have an equal right to be 
worldly as their husbands have and 
are exercising it more and more as 
the years increase. They will soon 
quit praying and paying church tithes 
for the whole family and “the old man 
who lays out of meeting” will find that 
his old woman is also playing hookey 
on the church. There is no more obli- 
gation on the wife to be pious than 
the husband, “and the best way for a 
man to keep religion in his family is 
to be religious himself. 

As for children, they are partner- 
Ship property and it will be a happy 
day for humanity when fathers are 
compelled of necessity to be as alert 
and expert in their training as the 
mothers.

Gold, silver, copper, iron, sul- 
phur, zinc, slate, marble, oil, gas, 
wireless this and wireless that compa- 
nies are as thick as ’skeeters from a 
land breeze on the Jersey coast, and 
most of the corporations hail from 
the New Jersey state capitol and are 
quite as blood-thirsty as the ’skeeters. 

These are days of prosperity And 
furnish the opportunity of the stock 
sharper. People who have saved a 
surplus are eager to dip into the 
games that promise all the way from 
1 per cent per month to 100 per cent 
per annum dividends. They listen ea- 
gerly to the golden propnecies of the 
promoter and in their imaginations 
see their hundred dollars. of Mexican 
rubber stock stretched into a hun- 
dred thousand before the cows come 
home! And so it is conservatively es- 
timated that today a half billion dol- 
lars of the people’s money is invested 
in the stocks of wild cat companies 
that might just as safely be locked up 
in a company to build canals on the 
surface of Mar.s 

The end of this dementia of specu- 
lation is sure to come and means in- 
evitable panic. It has been so before 
and history repeats ftself. The day of 
settlement and distress will bring a 
general smash of the whole system 
and then the impoverished millions 
will charge their ruin to politics and 
begin over again!

BROUGHTON’ S-CHARGES 
AGAINST SECRET ORDERS 


“The devil never intended a shrewder 
thing to damn working men's couls than 
the thousand and one secret orders of to- 
day.”’ 

In these sensational words Dr. L. G. 
Broughton began his attack upon the 
Free Masong and other fraternal or- 
ganizations last Sunday at his Taber- 
nacle in this city. 

Dr. Broughton then went on to say 
that “there is not a fraternal order in 
the world of this chazacter trat teaches 
the doctrine of Jesus Christ concerning 
the new birth.”’

IPen, the second sober thought of the 
doctor asserted itself. He became more 
conservative and said: 

“Masonry has done a world of good, 
Many a poor souk has been hel by 
them. But every Mason knows when 
it comes to the test Christ is not admit- 
ied in Masonry. FT am out of Masonry 
today because a chapiain was reprimand- 
ed tor civsing bis prayer in the name of 
Chrst. be careful, i pray you, how you 
magnily the fraternal oraer. Many men 
are more punctual in attendance upon 
their orders than their church. ‘This is 
a dangerous situation. it may not be 
popular to refer to it, but 1] must tell 
ime truth.,”’ 

Ferhaps his conscience smote him again 
at ths point. He branched out on an- 
ouher line and gave the secret societies 
soine credit for tneir good.work. He said 
of them: 

“The working man’s church must be 
humanitarian in its efforts. The lack 
of this is the cause of the dependence 
upon the lodge. I would not blame the 
lodges—I speak it with shame. They are 
doing for church members what the 
church itself has failed to do. They care 
for the sick; the church does not. They 
care for the needy; the church does not. 
They take care of the widow and orphan: 
too frequently the church does not. I 
thank God there are notable exceptions. 
In this city our tabernacle stands out, if 
I do say it, more conspicuously than all 
the other churches in this direction. If 
anything has characterized us more 
prominently than another, it has been our 
efforts to care for the needy regardless 
of church affiliation. We are today 
spending uppn an average of $0 per 
month trying to help and save those out- 
side of our own membership. Our Home 
for the Helpless and Infirmary for the 
Fick, our rescue mission for men and 
our other agencies epeak for themselves.”’ 

This is a pretty good showing for se- 
cret orders, invented by the devil to 
“damn working men's souls,’’ it strikes, 
me, and it is rough on the churches, with 
the exception, of course, of Dr. Brough- 
ton’s Tabernacle, which, by the way, de- 
serves high praise for its humanitarian 
work. 

Possibly Dr. Broughton’s idea is to stir 
up a crusade against the Masons, Odd 
Fellows, Knights of Pythiag, Good Tem- 
plars, and other secret socicties. I am 
not their champion. Their efforts for the 
welfare of their fellow men make an 
elaborate defense unnecessary. 

I am not attacking Dr. Broughton. 
Plenty of other writers and speakers 
who like a lively scrap are. ready to (lo 
that. The doctor should not be con- 
demned in a sweeping, wholesome fash- 
ion. He seems to be an earnest man. 
He is trying to help suffering human- 
ity, but he is extreme, narrow, prejudiced, 
and many of his violent utterances do 
more harm than good. 

Still, it is probable that time and ex- 
perience will modify his’ views, and it 
would not surprise me.. some day, to 
find him in the front rank of the good 
men who are trying in a sensible way 
tc brighten and bless the world. 

And now, let us throw the ligkt of 
our past history upon the new crusad> 
against the Masons and other fraternal 
orders, suggested and encotraged by the 
pastor of the Tabernacle. 

This opposition to secret societies is no 
new thing. Dr. Broughton has simply 
dropped out of the twentietg century, 
and retrograded to the first generation of 
the nineteenth century. 

In the great state of New York, in the 
year 1826, many prejudiced people were 
led by false teachers and preachers to 
oppose Masonry. The order included the 
best and most prominent citizens of New 
York, the United States, and every civi- 
lized country in the world, but the spirit 
of persecution was in the air. The cruel, 
the narrow-minded, the ignorant and the 
Brutal wanted to oppress somebody, and 
wanted to do it safely. So with loud pro- 
fessions of Christianity and patriotism 
they singled out the Masons for destruc- 
tion. 

They circulated the idea that the Ma- 
sons used their secret ties to advance 
their ambitious schemes, and save their 
members from punishment when they 
committed crimes. 

This belilef created prejudice among the 
outsiders, and added fuel to the fires of 
faction. In 1826 William Morgan, an ex- 
pelled or retired member of the order, 
announced the publication of a pamphlet 
exposing the secrets of Masonry. 

Just about that time he was arrested 
fcr larceny, and the master of a Masonic 
lodge happened to be the prosecutor. The 
defendant was acquitted, but he was im- 
mediately sent to the Canandiagua jail 
for debt. He was taken secretly to Fort 
Niagara, kept for months, and then he 
disappeared. 

At once the charge was made that he 
had been abducted by the Masons. Later 
a dead body was found in Niagara river, 
and it was said that it was Morgan, and 
that the Mascuns had drowned him. 

Editor Thurlow Weed, of Rochester, 
afterwards of Albany, the leading jour- 
nalist of that day, even outranking the 
elder Bennett and Greeley, was very ag- 
gressive in the fight against the Masons. 

Brought to bay, the Masons and their 
friends charged Weed with mutilating 
the body found {p the river, so that it 
would be made to pass fqr Morgan’s 
corpse. 

Weed was fearless and always loyal to 
his prejudices. He continued his war- 
fare against secret societies, and in his 
old age, as late as 1882, stated in an af- 
fidavit that one John Whitney had con- 
fessed that he and four others had mur- 
dered Morgan, after a conference on the 
subject in a Masonic lodge. 

Governor DeWitt Clinton, one of the 
ablest American statesman of that pe- 
riod, was charged with ordering Morgan’s 
pamphlet to be suppressed at all hazards, 
but his friends soon exposed this slander. 
Clinton at the time was a high Masonic 
official. 

Dozens of books and pamphlets were 
published containing the most incredible 
and outrageous stories and charges 
against the Masons. 

Starting in western New York, an anti- 
Masonic party was organized. The ex- 
citement was at white heat. Communi- 
ties and families were divided. Husbands 
and fathers found the frowning faces of 
their wives and children confronting 
them in their households, and the friend- 
ehips of a lifetime were rudely broken. 

The Masons and anti-Masons refused 
to meet at social gatherings. They would 
not have business dealings. The hated 
and persecuted members of the order 
could not go to church without being 
stared at in an offensive manner. 

The two factions stopped little short 


of civil war. They were almost ready to | 


cut throats. 

The anti-Masonic society sent out 
speakers, and perfected an organization 
in ofher states. 

It began to rank as @ national party, 


‘ 
and in 1832 nominated a presidential can- 


didate. 

But we had strong, brave, wise men in 
those days. DeWitt Clinten, in New 
York; Andrew Jackson and Henry Clay, 
all three good Masens, made their power 
ful influence felt at the right time. 

The American people lNstened te the 
voice ef reason, and the new party, with 
its one narrow, rotten plank, was buried 
under an avalanche of ballots, never to 
rise again. 


This old histery will not repeat itself, 
even with Dr. Breughton leading a new 
crusade, which he 1s doubtless too sensi- 
ble to attempt. 

We are a better-nformed and a mere 
enlightened people thar our predecesecrs 
of the period between 1826 and 1832. 

We see around us the orphan asylums 
and the free euucational institutions es- 
tablished by the Masons and Odd Fel- 
lows, and every day we see their works 
of charity. Their loving hearts and gen- 
erous hands are doing, and have done 
so much for mankind that it makes our 
blood boil with indignation when a min- 
ister of the gospel, or any other pro- 
fessed teacher or leader of the people, 
recklessly says that their socicties were 
“invented by the dbvil” to “damn work- 
ing men’s souls.’ 

I do not belong to any. of these orders, 
but when the Masons, Odd Fellows, Good 
Templars, Red Men, Elks, Woodmen of 
the World, and the shining legions of 
the other beneficent secret fraternal so- 
cieties, these right arms of the churches, 
march by, I feel like taking off my hat, 
and saying, “God bless them and their 
noble work:’’

BIG GAME IN MEXICO. 


Antelopes, Wild Boar, Mountain Li- 
ons, Wild Dogs and Wild Burros. 
Mexican herald: aA civil engineer re- 

cently returned from the hacienda of 
Jimulco in Coahuila, an immense proper- 
ty containing over 2,000 square kilometers, 
tells some stirring tales of shooting wild 
game. Antelopes abound, but great care 
is necessary in approaching these wily 
creatures, owing to their habit of always 
placing one or two on guard while the 
rest of the herd is feeding. The sentinels, 
faithful to their duty, remain with head 
erect, peering and sniffing to the four 
points of the compass, and give a swift 
alarm the moment an enemy appears in 
sight. 

Not long since a party of young men 
were hunting the javali, or wild hog, and, 
coming up with a number, one of the 
hunters succeeded in killing one and dis- 
mounted to secure it. As he approached 
his prey a dozen or more javali that were 
hiding in the tall grass attacked him 
ferociously, and one fastened his tusks 
in the hunter’s heel, hanging on like 
grim death. The others came to their 
companion’s assistance and the brute was 
killed, but the tusks were sunk deep 
into the heel that the hog’s jaws had 
to be pried apart with a gun barrel be- 
fore the man was freed. Strange as it 
may seem, the wound closed quickly and 
with no serious results. 

On the same hacienda are both wild 
dogs and wild burros, the latter being re- 
markably swift and hard to take. The 
dogs are said to be large amd very B6av-~- 
age, with ugly countenances and extreme- 
ly long, coarse hair. Some time ago a 
pup was caught and tamed, developing 
into a fine watch dog, but though every 
effort was made to secure a mate for 
him it has not been possible. 

It ie not generally realized that the 
mountain lions of Mexico will attack a 
man, but several recemt encounters show 
them to be as dangerous for men as for 
beasts. One of the mozos in a recent 
hunting party had but one hand, the 
stump of his left arm bearing witness to 
a terrible struggle with a lion he had shot 
and then approached, thinking the brute 
was dead.

FORCED TO PAY HER DEBTS 
SALVADOR SHOWS TEMPER 


Outburst of Resentment Against United States Due 
to Prospect of Having to Pay the Just 
Claims of an American. |

Washington, June 2%4—(Spectal.)—The 
reported outbursts of resentment on the 
part ef officials and people of Salvador 
against the United States seems to have 
no further warrant than indignation 
over the prospect ef having te pay the 
just claim of an American. While the 
state department is without official re- 
ports giving the details. it is understood 
that the people of the little republic are 
in a frenzy of excitement over the award 
of the arbitration board which was an- 
nounced in this city early in May. The 
Salvador legislature is reported to have 
passed a law subjecting to life imprison- 
ment any Balvador attorney who dares 
hereafter to represent an American press- 
ing claimg against that government. 

It will be recalled that at the time 
of the decision of the board of arbitra- 
tion there was a sensational scene in 
which Salvador’s representative upon that 
board protested against the result and in 
effect charged his associates with un- 
fairness. Both the other members of the 
board denounced him for this, declaring 
his chdrges and insinuations to be abso- 
lutely without warrant. 

Built a Seaport. 

The company tn whose favor the arbi- 
tration was decided obtained a twenty- 
five-year concession entitling ft to col- 
lect port tariffs at El Triunfo and created 
the best seaport in San Salvador. The 
concession to the Americans wag revoked 
and they had to flee for their ves. The 
state department, after a long and care- 
ful investigation of the facts and after 
Salvador had presented her case tn thou- 
sands of pages, decfded that the American 
claim was a perfect one and demanded 
damages. In order not to give a shadow 
of pretext for any claim of unfairness, 
Secretary Hay suggested that if Salvador 
wished the matter arbitrated, the Tnited 
States would consent. Dr. Zaldivar, the 
diplomatic representative of Salvador in 
Washington, sought every advantage for 
his government, going so far as to al- 
most wear out the patience of the state 
dpeartment officer® who regard ft as 
ridiculous that the Salvadorians now 
denounce Zaldivar ag derelict in their 
cause, 

By full consent of both governments, 
the case was submitted to the arbitra- 
tron of Don M. Di¢kinson and Senor 
Pacas, one of the most eminent Salva- 
dorians. These two chose Sir Henry 
Strong, chief justice of Canada, as the 
third member of the tribunal. Salvador 
was representtd by three of the ablest 
lawyers in Washington, in addition to her 
own government egents. After a ful] 
consideration of the law and facts, the 
Salvador attorneys having the American 
company’s books and papers fos months, 
and every extenuating fact possible be- 
ing presented, Sir Henry Strong and Mr. 
Dickinson found against Salvador, the 
award being rendered on May 8. 

Senor Pacas had his interpreter read 
in court a document which was a de- 
liberate insult to his judicial associates, 
abusing them personally, and the session 
of the arbitrators ended in a row. 

Voted To Increase Salaries. 

“The people,’’ said Senator Burton, of 
Kansas, in talking with me the other 
day, “are not the gullible creatures some 
politicians take them to be.’’ By way 
of illustration, he continued: 

“Almost the first vote I cast after com- 
ing here was to increase the salaries of 
senators. I cannot say what the people 
of other states would say about that

respectably. A fetw senators care noth- 
ing for their salaries becaugSe they are

With the excep- 
tion of a Htthe handful, the members of 
the senate have to Hve on thelr salaries 
that ts, the amount of selery ts a consit- 
eration, and they are getting less than 
their services woukl command at thelv 
homes.

The demands now being made for tn- 
ternal revere stamps to be used on ol@o- 
margarine indicate that all of the face 
tories in the country are running @ay and 
night in an attempt to get as much as 
possfble of thefr product fn the hands of 
dealers before July 1, the date on which 
the new oleomargarine law becomes ef- 
fective. 

It is estfmated that the supply In ware 
houses on the date mentioned wil be 
sufficient to meet the demands for six 
months to come. The price of the product 
will be raised & or 10 cents per pound, 
thus plactng ft at about the figure dealers 
who pay the 10 cent tax would be com- 
pelled to ask. In the meantime the price 
of butter fs going up rapidly. Butter fs 
now selling on the local market at & 
price 4 cents per pound higher than 
a month ago and after the law becomes 
effective {t will go still higher. There 
is every reason to believe that the con- 
stitutionality of the law will be given 
an earty test in the courts. 

Compliment to a Georgian. 

A pretty compliment was paid a few 
days ago to a Georgian who thas held 
an tmportant position under the census 
—a former well-known member of the lo- 
cal staff of The Consttution.

Pugh, of Alabama, has since quitting

mittee to Reopen Question 


fope Wants To Take in North 
Atlanta—Committee Takes No 
Action on Resolution of Coun- 
cil—Ward Lines Cause 
Much Talk. 


The charter revision committee mst 
yesterday afternoon and failed to take 
any action whatever on the resolution of 
the city council instructing it to send its 
report to that body when complete. 

As there are now only four more work- 
ing days for the charter committee to 
complete its work under the resolution 
which created it, it was naturally ex- 
pected that it would take some notice of 
council’s action and make some reply. It 
Was also expected that it would pass @ 
resolution asking the council to extend 
the time, but nothing of the kind was 
done. | 

The resolution which created the char- 
ter committee provided that it should 
complete the new charter and advertise it 
by the first day of July, 1902, which is 
next Tuesday. As it now looks like this 
will be impossible, it seems probable that 
the committee will have to ask for more 
time. At the same time it is thought by 
many that the committee will also reply 
to the request of council in one way or 
the other so that council will know what 
to expect. The silence of the committee 
was a surprise to many. Neither body 
made.a move yesterday and many take it 
as evidence that the disagreement be- 
tween them will be amicably settled and 
that they will get together for the good 
of the city. 

The feature of the meeting yesterday 
was the effort of Wylie Pope to have the 
committee take into the city limits the 
Section known ag North Atlanta. Mr. 
Pope moved that the committee on ward 
lines and boundaries be instructed to 
bring in a report by tomorrow taking in 
North Atlanta. 

Mr. Pope declared that the temper of 
the citizens generally was to see North 
Atlanta taken into the city and he deem- 
ed it of such importance that he wanted 
to make another effort to have it done. 
He declared that he wanted a test vote on 
the matter and that he was anxious to 
g® on record on it. 

Mr. Pope wanted the whole matter of 
extension reopened so that he might 
have a chance to move to take in other 
sections, but especially the North Atlanta 
section. 

The motion met with a very determined 
opposition. Alderman Harvey Johnson 
epoke against it and said that he hoped 
the action of the committee would be left 
eas it was. Councilman Kontz said that 
it would be a bad thing to start it over 
a@gain. Chairman Hillyer took the floor 
on the matter and said: 

“We had better not reopen this subject. 
At the time that it was up it created 
more debate than everything else put to- 
gether. If we start it over again we will 
hazard the completion of the whole 
charter. It is a matter that touches either 
directly or indirectly the interests of so 
many that we had better let it stand as 
it is and take it up later when the whole 
city will have more time to consider it 
carefully.”’

Inwing day the committee reconsidered 
its action and left the question just like 
it was at first. It was taken up again 
yesterday and Mr. W. S. Thomson intro- 
duced the following resolution: 

“Resolved, That the committee on ward 
lines be instructed to report in favor of 
seven wards with no extension of the 
city limits.” 

There was immediate opposition to this 
resolution and Chairman Hillyer intro- 
duced the following resolution: 

‘‘Resolved, That it be the sense of this 
eommittee that we declare in favor of 
nine wards and that they be arranged ac- 
cording to area and population, and an 


attempt made to adjust the pending op-. 


position, especially that raised by the 
citizens of the seventh ward.” 

Mr. Colville made an attempt to have 
the nine ward idea left out, as he was in 
favor of the central ward idea and 
thought that others were. The motion 
was lost, however, and the resolution 
passed as Judge Hillyer introduced it.

COAST LINE 
CIRCULAR OUT 


Issued by J, R. Kenly, Gen- 
eral Manager of Entire 
System, 


WILL BE OPERATED 
IN TWO DIVISIONS 


Loyall Is General Superintendent of 
First and Denham of Second. 
Coast Line and Piant System 
To Be Operated Sepa- 
rately. 


Wilmington, N. C., June %4.—(Special.)— 
General Manager J. R. Kenly, of the 
Atlantic Coast Line system, issued his 
first circular today. The circular states 
that the system will be divided into two 
divisions, the first of which will com- 
prise al] the roads north of Charleston, 
and the second all the roads south of 
Charleston. A number of operating of- 
ficilals are appointed, and it is announced 
that all other officials and representatives 
of the Atlantic Coast Line railroad and 
the Plant system will retain their pres- 
ent positions until further notice. The 
circular is dated July 1. 

The jurisdiction of R. E. Smith, as- 
sistant to the general manager of the 
Atlantic Coast Line railroad, ayd F. H. 
Fechtig, purchasing agent of the same, is 
extended over both divisions. 

W. N. Royall, of Charleston, who has 
been general agent at that point for 
the Atlantic Coast Line, is appointed 
general superintendegt of the first divi- 
sion with headquarters in Wilmington. 
Captain J. F. Divine will be assistant 
genera] superintendent. 

W. B. Denham, general superintendent 
of the Plant system, is appointed general 
superintendent of the second division, 
with headquarterg in Savannah. 

The Two Divisions. 

The first division will comprise all the 
roads which formerly composed the At- 
lantic Coast Line and will embrace the 
following districts which were formerly 
known as divisions: Richmond,. Short 
Cut, Charleston, Wilmington, Yadkin, 
Columbia, Norfolk, Florence and Au- 
gusta. G. M. Serpell retains the position 
of general superintendent of Norfolk dis- 
trict with headquarters in Norfolk. G. 
G. Lynch becomes superintendent of the 
Charleston district with headquarters in 
Charleston. Other division superintend- 
ents retain positions under title of dis- 
trict superintendent, 

The second division will be composed 
of the roads which formerly made up the 
Plant system. The six divisions will re- 


be known 4g¢ districts. All local superin- 
tendents will be retained, but will after 
July 1 be known as district superintend- 
ents instead of division superintendents. 
All rules, regulations, time tables and 
forms now in use on the Plant system 
will remain in force on the second divi- 
sion until changed or superseded by com- 
petent authority. 

The circular issued practically assures 
the fact that the Atlantic Coast Line 
and the Plant system will be operated 
ag they were before the consolidation. 
Under the order all traffic officials and 
representatives retain their present posi- 
tions until further notice. A reorganiza- 
tion of the traffic department is expected 
in the near future and great interest is 
felt as to what changes will be made. 

Southern Making Improvements. 

: The Southern is making extensive im- 
provements on its line between Birimng- 
ham and Greenville, Miss. All the wood- 
en bridges und high trastles are being re- 
placed with steel structures. This line 
passes through a very rough country and 
there are a number of very tall wooden 
trestles which have been regarded as 
quite dangerous. 

It is understood that after the steel 
bridges and trestles are put in a good 
amount will be expended on road bed im- 
provements. The work on the bridges is 
being pushed rapidly. The steel is in 
place for a number of them and several 
bridge gangs are at work at different 
points along the line. 

The expenditure of the money called 
for by these improvements has encour- 
aged the belief in some qcarters that the 
Southern expects to ultimately get a west- 
ern connection at Greenville. However ‘t 
is the opinion of well posted railroad 
men that such a connection will be a 
long time coming. 

It is believed that the Southern is mak- 
ing the improvements as a part of its 
policy of improving all its properties and 
from the belief that all money put into 
road bed yields handsome returns. This 
line was at one time considered a very 
bad proposition. Only one train a day 
in each direction was operated and this 
received very little patronage. Wnaen the 
Southern put on double daily service peo- 
ple along the iine and railroad officials 
acquainted with the road were inclined 
to laugh, but since the inauguration of tne 
improved service the line has built up a 
good business and is now a good paying 
piece of property.

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NURSE JANE TOPPAN CONFESSES SHE SENT 
THIRTY-ONE PERSONS TO THEIR GRAVES 


Appalling Confession is Made 
lo Her Attorneys, 


Crazy Nurse Says That She Has Pois- 
oned No Less Than Thirty-One 
Persons During Her Career. 

She Confessed to Her 
Counsel. 


Boston, Mass. June 24.—Suspected of 
the death of eleven persons, but indicted 
for murdering only three, Miss Jane 
Toppen, who was yesterday declared in- 
@ane, has confessed that she has killed 
during her career as a professional nurse 
-Mo less than thirty-cne human beings. 

This statement was made to Judge 
Fred M. Bixby, of Brockton, senior coun- 
gel at the trial at Barnstable yesterday 
‘when Miss Toppen was found not guilty 
by reason of insanity on the charge of 
murdering Mrs. Mary D. Gibbs. Judge 
Bixby said also that Miss Toppan had 
admitted that she had set fires and com- 
mitted other serious acts. She said she 


, 


could not help committing the crimes. 
She argued, moreover, that she was not 
insane. She said she knew she was doinz 
wrong when she administered poison to 


'

her victims, and she asked Judge Bixby | 


how under such circumstances she could 
be of unsound mind. Morphine was Miss 
Toppan’s agency for producing death. 
Many of her victims were unsuspecting 
and most intimate friends; others were 
the patients of reputable physicians, wh 
employed her on account of her ability 
as a nurse. 


Miss Toppan was gs0 expert in her 
knowledge of how to employ drugs and 
poisons that she was able to escape 


detection for years. Miss Toppan did not 
enumerate her mary victims, although 
she did admit the killimg of Miss Gibbs, 
Mrs. Harper Gordon, of Chicago, and 
Alden P. Davis, all of whom died at 
Cataumet last summer. 

Miss Toppan was indicted last Decem- 
ber for these three murders, the state 
electing to try her on the Gibbs count 
yesterday. Miss Toppan was taken to 
the Taunton insane hospital today to 
begin her life sentence. 

The case tried yesterday rested on the 
testimony of alienists, who not only pro- 
nounced Jane Toppan to be insane, but 
to be a degenerate. They said her im- 
puls¢és irresistibly compelled her to mur- 
der her patients in order that she might 
enjoy the sight of their struggles. They 
told of her confession of killing Mrs. 


Gibbs by administering morphine and 
atrophine, hiding the effect of the former 
by the use of the latter. 

To her senior counsel, Judge. F. M. Bix- 
by, of srockton, she first admitted killing 
the three persons named in the indict- 
ment and then of other persons until the 
list entir: numbers thirty-one. This list 
is held by her counsel and it is not ex- 
pected that it will be made public. The 
remarkable incident in connection with 
this list is that when it was made up she 
Teveated with a show of interest the 
names .f her victims, checking off the 
number with ther finger tips. 

She told how she killed each, saying 
she used morphine and atrophine mixed 
in mineral water and whisky. Sometimes 
she used injections, as in the case of the 
deaths at Catumet. She did not remem- 
ber how each individual was killed, »ut 
where they were poisoned the drugs were 
those mentioned. 

To the alienists to whom she made a 
confession of the Catumet cases. she 
spoke without reserve, describing delib- 
erately the most indelicate details, be- 
lieving thath it was knowledge due to 
them as physicians. In fact, she dis- 
cussed the cases as if she were a student 
in medicine or surgery at a clinic. She 
implied to them that it was to gratify 
an abnormal passion that she put pa- 
tients to death, and during the interval 
of ebbing life and the departure of nat- 
ural heat from the body it was her pas- 
sion also to handle the bodies of her yvic- 
tims. 

She said the paroxysms of desire were 


intérmittent and there were times when 
patients were quietly dying that her 
better nature would become uppermost 
and she would try to check approaching 
death. She might nurse the patient ever 
so carefuly and seek to effect a cure. 
Then would come a craving to adminis- 
ter poison and this amounted to the 
strongest uncontrollable impulse, which 
only physical restraint would stop, and 
then she would render her patient uncon- 
scious. 

In the presence of death she would 
gleefully fondle the patient, stare into 
the eyes as if it were to see the inner 
workings of the soul, do all possible to 
intensify the agony of the patients and 
then when the end came she would be- 
come herself again. 

The aljenists, listening with wonder to 
the story, were forced to study Jane 
Toppan as a subject. They found that 
she embodied the worst types of degen- 
eracy and with this clear there was no 
doubt of her mental condition. While 
murder was Jane Toppan’s greatest crime 
there were many lesser forms of mental 
depravity each in themselves deplorable. 
She told of setting fires in homes in 
which she was a nurse or visitor, and 
intimate acquaintances tell of peculations 
of money and jewelry. With the money 
she earned or obtained one way or an- 
other she was in the habit of making 
lavish presents to her friends. Tuo her 
acquaintances she was generally of 
happy disposition. She attended a Con- 
gregationalist church in Lowell and at 
all times was devout.

IS DR. WORSHAM 


He Is Exonerated by Com-

OF CHARGE OF NEGLIGENCE 
COMMISSION ACQUITS HIM 


Grand Jury Recommended Change in 
Roff Home Medical Department 
for Alleged Neglect of Ne- 
gro Patient Who Was 
Taken There.

Macon, Ga., June 4.—(Special.)—This 
gnorning the county commissioners made 
an investigation of the charge brought by 
the recent grand jury that a negro man, 
Sam. Brown, who was carried to the Roff 
thhome, the county hospital, suffering from 
@ gunshot wound, had died on account of 
being neglected by the county physician, 
Dr. J. H. D. Worsham. The grand jury 
recommended that a change be made in 
the medica] department at the Roff home. 

Several physicians and other witnesses 
were examined at the hearing today. 
The county commissioners were repre- 
sented by the county attorney, Walter G. 
Smith. Attorney Hendley Napier appeared 
for Dr Worsham 

After. hearing the evidence, the com- 
missioners made the following finding, in 
exoneration of Dr Worsham: 

“The matter of the investigation of a 
certain charge made against Dr. J. H. 
D. Worsham, Roff home pnysician, by 
the late grand jury, in their general 
presentments of June 14, 1902, said charge 
being that an inmate of the Roff home, 
Bam Brown by name, who was carried 
there suffering from the effects of a gun- 
shot wound, had died from neglect on the 
part of Dr. Worsham, coming on to be 
heard by previous appointment, all the 
witnesses being present, and Dr. Worsh- 
am announcing that he was ready for an 
investigation. After hearing all the evi- 
dence submitted in connection with said 
charge, and after a thorough and impar- 
tial investigation of the whole matter. 

“Ordered, That in the opinion of this 
board said charge is entirely unfounded, 
and that from the opinion of the follow- 
ing physicians, namely: Drs. Williams, 
Little, Johnson, Ferguson, Gibson, and 
Morris. submitted to us, we are satisfied 
that Dr. Worsham’s management and 
treatment of said case was in strict ac- 
cordance with the best medical practice, 
and also with the usual manner of man- 
aging cases of like character, and we 
therefore exonerate Dr. Worsham from 
all neglect and blame in the matter.”

PRINCE OF WALES 
HEIR TO THRONE 


Continued from First Page. 


succession to the British throne. The 
crown descends to the nearest heir of the 
last wearer, be that heir male or female— 
daughters being, of course, postponed to 
sons, and thus in the event of the death 
of the prince of Wales and all his chil- 
dren and their surviving issue the crown 
would pass to the duchess of Fife, and 
afterwards descend from her to her in- 
fant daughter, the Lady Alexandra Dnoff, 
always supposing that a son was not 
born to her in the meantime. In that case 
the son would naturally take precedence. 

There are certain personages in the suc- 
cession to the throne who would obvious- 
ly, from motives of public policy, never 
be allowed to ascend it—the German em- 
peror, for instance—but foreign nation- 
ality or the possession of a foreign crown 
does not in itself vitiate their right, par- 
liament could, and in the case of the 
throne passing to a foreign sovereign, un- 
doubtedly would bar the claim. 

Made Duke of York. 

It is sometimes said that such a fe- 
male member of the royal family has 
‘renounced’ her right of succession. 
Neither the act gf settlement under which 
the crown devolves nor any other act 
makes provision for renunciation upon 
any ground whatsoever. 

Few people are aware that all the 
members of the British royal family are, 
constitutionally speaking, commoners un- 
til they are formally admitted to the 
house of lords. ‘There was sdme discus- 
sion as to what title Prince George should 
be given, and i* was finally decided that 
of al] the royal @ukedoms that of York, 
whith dates from the reign of Edward 
1lI, would be the most suitable. In fac¢, 
this title had always been allotted to the 
second son of the sovereign until the 
traditional custom was broken by Queen 
Victoria, who created ler second son 
duke of Edinburg. 

Marries Mary of Teck. 

The engagement and marriage of Prince 

George and Princess Victoria, Mary of 


Teck, are stil: very fresh in the recol- 


lection of mcst people. The present king 
had always desired that his sons should, 
if it were possible, marry princesses who 
red been brought up in the United King- 
Gom, and he was exceedingly pleased et 
his own son's choice. 

The marriage, which took place July 
¢, 1893, aroused immense’ enthusiasm. 
When she married the }-pesent princess 
wf Wales was a woman young in years 
but old in sorrows. Tre whole world 
kpows of thé death on ike eve of his 
marriage of her first affianced, the duke 
of Clarence, elder brother of her present 
husband. A fcw years later came the 
death of her mother, the kindly and la- 
mented auchess of Teck, to whom she 
was more like a sister than a daughter, 
always accompanying her on her inany 
missions of mercy. 

Is a Philan‘*hropist. 

The presént princess of Wales was 
born May 26, 18€7, and her eerly life was 
passed in the apartments at Kensing- 
ton palace, where she and her three 
Lrothers were born. Princess Mary, as 
she was called in the family, instead of 
Mary, her baptismal] na:‘ne, led an even<- 
ful life until she was 15 years of age, 
when a few years were spent in foreign 
travel with her parents. The winter so- 
journ was in Florence, where the prin- 
cess studied under Italian mas- 
ters and developed her artistic taste. Re- 
turning to England the princess clearly 
showed that her own pleasure lay in a 
simple and free life in her country home. 

In one respect the new prirmcess of 
Wales sets an example to the philan- 
thropic women of the world. She is not 
content with mer2ly reli2ving stress and 
poverty, but endeavors to seek the cause 
of the evil, and lends fer influence to 
the various means for remedial social re- 
form. 

Death Ends Courtship. 

The circumstances wrich made her 
duchess of York and subsequently moth- 
er of the heir presumptive of the British 
throne are still fresh ‘n public mind. 
The late queen had sanctioned the be- 
trothal of the duke of Clarence, clde* 
brother of her present husband, to Prin- 
cess Victoria, Mary of Teck, In Decem- 
ber, 1892. After a courtship of six weeks 
death interver-ed. 

Wten the duke cf Clarence Gied the 
prircess return-d to her parents at 
White Lodge, taking un *he thread of her 
cla life with a touching gwe:tness and 
resignation. All that she asked was to 
be ieft alone so that time could heal the 
wounds. But people were not disposed 
to grant her the privacy which +he nat- 
vrally desired, and scarcely a month had 
elapsed before gcssip was busy arrang- 
ing a marrisge for hee with Prince 
Gecot ge.

Then came Prince 
George, in 1865, and then, in rapid suc- 
cession, three girls—Louise Victoria, now 
duchess of Fife; Victoria Alexandra and 
Maud, now wife to the second son of the 
crown prince of Denmark. Meanwhile 
Alexandra’s two sisters, each as pretty 
as herself, had married. Dagmar, the 
second girl, was captured by the heir to 
the trone of Russia, the late Czar Alex- 
ander III, and is consequently mother to 
the present Czar Nicholas; and Thyra, 
the third daughter, married the duke of 
Cumberland, at that time thought to be 
the richest man in the world. 

When Alexandra went to England she 
made herself an English woman, and 
speedily became what she has ever since 
remained, the most popular woman in the 
kingdom, save only Queen Victoria. 


Though it is pretty generally known that 
her married life has not been happy, she 
has been a loyal wife and devoted moth- 
er. Though ghe is now nearly 60 years 
of age, she has retained her beauty to 
an astonishing extent, and is yet one of 
the prettiest as she Is one of the smartest 
women in England.

It was a total loss 
to LaGrange, but early in the eighties 
though the bonds had been issued to run 
twenty years, she went into the open 
market and bought them up, giving as 
high as 117 for some of them. LaGrange 
is now a city of over five thousand peo- 
ple and is in great need of sewers.

NEGRO MURDERER I$ HANGED 


Gus Ayres Pays the Penalty of His 
Crime. 


TS 


HE MADE ASSAULT, ON GUARD 


Then Went to the Home of Eyewit- 
ness and Shot Him in 
the Back. 


Holly Springs, Miss., June 24.—(Special.) 
Gus Ayres alias Walter Crawford, a ne- 
gro murderes, was hanged here today. 

The crime for which Gus Ayres paid the 
penalty today was the murder of George 
Hall, an old negro, on April 17, 1896, near 


Victoria 

A few weeks before this Gus had been 
arrested for beating Jim Smith, a white 
man, and was tried in a justice court, 
Smith and old man Hall being chief wit- 
nesses. He was sent to the county farm 
near Potts’ camp. On April 16 he was at 
work with the other prisoners, guarded 
by Peter Walker, who was armed with a 
winchester rifle and a revolver. Walker 
had allowed some children to play with 
the rifle, and, without his knowledge, 
got it out of fix. Walker had been doing 
extra duty and was drowsy. Seizing a 
heavy stick, Ayres approached, when 
Walker awoke as the blow was aimed 
at his head. Throwing his rifle to his 
shoulder, Walker tugged at the trigger, 
but it refused to work, and the blow de- 
scended on his head, rendering him in- 
sensible. 

Believing Walker to be dead, Ayres se- 
cured his rifle and pistol, and, plunging 
into the woods, headed for his old neigh- 
borhood, thirsting for revenge on the two 
witnesses. He came upon Smith next 
morning plowing in a field with a negro. 
Smith saw him, and not having time to 
unhitch his own horse, shouted to,the 
negro to loose his, and mounting on the 
run, escaped. Had the rifle been im.work- 
ing order doubtless Ayres would have 
added another victim to his list. 

Shoots Hall in the Back. 

Balked of his quarry, Ayres went to the 
cabin of George Hall and called him out. 
Realizing his danger and  helplesSness, 
Hall started to run, when Ayres shot him 
in the back, killing him almost instantly. 
The tragedy was witnessed by some ne- 
groes from an opposite hill, but who could 
hear no words save the cry of agony, ‘‘O, 
Lordy,’’ as the shot rang out. Ayres im- 
mediately took to an almost impenetrable 
swamp. 

Sheriff Mullins was notified some hours 
later, and, securing a posse, armed with 
springfield army rifles, went to Byhalia, 
where he got horses and more men and 
scoured the country, but without result. 
Realizing that nothing could be done by 
that method Sheriff Mullins and his posse 
returned to Holly Springs. But the coun- 
tryside was wild with fear and the men 
begged that the army gung be left that 
they might patro] the country and protect 
themselves. 

One night, acting on a clew, they were 
creeping past a cotton pen, when they 
heard a loud snore come from within. 
Instantly they covered the pen with their 
rifles and demanded that the unknown 
give an acount of himself. Receiving no 
answer a fusilade was poured into every 
part of the pen, as they thought. Matches 


KILLS HIS FATHER’S SLAYER 


Farmer Is Shot Down in Hotel Din- 
ing Room. 


SEQUEL TO ANOTHER TRAGEDY 


Rogers Shot and Killed Father of 
Smith in 1896, but Was 
Finally Acquitted. 


Knoxville, Tenn., June 24.—Troy Smith, 
a young man aged 21, shot and killed 
David F. Rogers, a prominent farmer of 
Union county, Tennessee, today near 
Maynardadville. 

The shooting occurred In the crowded 
dining room of a country hotel. Smith 
was eating when Rogers entered the 
room. The latter was in the act of sit- 
ting down when Smith arose and exclaim- 
ing, ‘“‘There’s the man that killed my 
father!’’ drew his pistol and fired twice, 
both bullets taking effect and causing 
Rogers’ instant death. 

Smith walked out, coolly unhitched his 
horee and rode away. 

The killing is the sequel to a tragedy 
which occurred in Knoxville, when in 
1896, David Rogers, it was charged, shot 
and killed George W. Smith, father of the 
man who did the shooting today. Rogers 
was tried four times and finally acquit- 
ted.

court of Amherst county, and severely 
lashed. 

Mr. Crawford ig a man. considerably 
past middle age, while Judge Campbell 
is muscular, not yet forty years old, and 
stands over 6 feet. The arrest and prose- 
cution of the judge will follow. 

This attack on Mr. Crawford was the 
culmination of a very”singular case. The

RANES OF STRIKERS BROKEN. 


Number of Men Return To Work in 
Anthracite Regions. 
Wilkesbarre, Pa., June 24.—The Sus- 
quehanna Coal Company, which is con- 
trolled by the Pennsylvania railroad, 
scored a partial victory today when it 
succeeded in getting a number of union 
engineers, firemen and pump runners to 
return to work at its Nanticoke col- 

lieries, 

While the miners at strike headquar- 
ters say the slignt defection at Nanti- 
coke does not amount to anything when 
it is remembered that more than 147.500 
men are on strike, the actions of the 
union officials did not show it. Efforts 
were set on foot to counteract the defec- 
tion. Outside of the Nanticoke move 
there were no developments in this valley 
today. President Mitchell had nothing 
to say of either the anthracite or the 
West Virginia strike. 

Bluefield, W. Va., June %4.—The strike 
situation is not so favorable as a week 
ago and the loading today shows a de- 
crease compared with the same day last 
week. Large ‘numbers of strikers and 
non-union miners are steadily leaving 
field, the greater number going to 
their homes in eastern Virginia 
North Carolina, where they say they will 
remain until the strike is settled. United 
States District Judge B. F. Keller, now 
visiting in Philadelphia, today granted 
an injunction restraining the strikers of 
the Flat Top region from’ interferfng 
with miners now at work or those desir- 
ing to return to work. 

Parkersburg, W. Va., June 24.—The trial 
of ‘“‘Mother” Jones and eleven other ‘‘ag*- 
tators’’ who are accused of violating 
an injunction of the federal court in re- 
gard to interfering with working miners, 
was begun today. Most of the time was 
taken up by one witness, who testified to 
insolent language used by her in a public 
speech.

Carrollton, Ga., June 24.—(Special.)—

day by William Davis to carry his case to 
the supreme court. He is under a sen- 
tence of seven years to the penitentiary 
on a conviction for rovbery had in the 
superior court of this county at the past 
April term. Davis had made a motion 
for a new trial, but Judge Harris recently 
denied the same. 

Since the refusal of new trial on last

Davis made a break for liberty. When 
the white department was visited by a 
negro servant to cerry the prisuner wa- 
ter, Davis, who had secreted himself be- 
hind the door, when the negro passed 
behind the corridor ,sprang into the re- 
volving cell and wheeled himself to lib- 
erty.

Sheriff Merrell, though too 
badly crippled to make pursuit, spread 
the news s0 rapidly that a pursuit was 
immediately instituted and Davis, being 
pressed, leaped a fence Into a densely 
populated block, which was promptly sur- 
rounded and search instituted. He had 
adroitly concealed himself in a closet 
and left the door open to avoid suspicion, 
When discovered, after several explora- 
tions of the closet, he surrendered and 
wags returned to jail. 

Davis is a young man from Baltimore, 
Md., and was construction manager of a 
show last fall. He beat Robegt Williams, 
a drunken farmer, who was interfering 
with the troupe in loading the cars at 
midnight and Williams swore Davis rob- 
bed him of $40. Davis had admitted the 
assault, but denied the robbery persist-

Asylum. 

Raleigh, N. C., June 24.—?Special.)—The 
grand lodge of Masons met today at tke 
Oxford orphan asylum.

Landis. 

“Yes,’’ responded Mr. Clark amid great 
laughter, ‘“‘and that is one thing I ex- 
pect to pray Almighty God to give me 
absolution for on the day of judgment.’’ 


That Famous Grover Song. 

Mr. Landis gave a description of the 
Missouri delegation and Mr. Clark 
singing ‘‘Grover, Grover, four more years 
for Grover, and then we'll be in clover.”’ 
Recent events had shown, he said, that 
the democratic managers were looking 
for a new leader. Who was it to be?

And Take Him To Task for an Al- 
leged Infringement of the Con- 
stitution—The House of Rep- 
resentatives Seems To 
Be Excited. 


Havana, June 19.—(Special Correspond- 
ence.)—It takes the Cuban congress a 
long time to find out what its functions 
consist in. And not only the congress 
but the executive and the cabinet also 
seem confused. The congress has waked 
up to what it considers an infringement 
of its powers, and yesterday a commis- 
sion composed of a senator from each 
of the six provinces, Senores Zayas and 
Mendez Capote as leaders of the na- 
tionals and republicans, two representa- 
tives from each province, and Pelayo 
Garcia, speaker of the house, waited 
upon the president for the purpose of di- 
recting his attention to the violation of 
the constitution as exemplified in recent 
acts of his cabinet, and not only of his 
secretaries, but of President Palma him- 
self. The conference lasted several hours, 
and opinions were freely exchanged, and 
Senor Bustamante expressed the views of 
his colaborers, stating that while the 
executive had not committed any acts 
contrary to the constitution which were 
worthy of censure, it was proper that 
the president content himself with an- 
nulling or reforming orders emanating 
from the military government in its 
capacity as an executive body, as to the 
congress belongs everything of a legis- 
lative character, in conformity with the 
constitution. The house of representatives 
in especial seems to have been excited 
over some acts of the secretaries in re- 
voking military orders. This body, since 
the settlement of their salaries was 
finally determined, seem to have no busi- 
ness to attend to but to find fault and 
exercise their powers of oratory. One 
of the members, Xiques, from Puerto 
Principe, made a lengthy and virulent 
attack the other day upon the president. 
He complained that the president had ap- 
pointed his secretaries without the legis- 
lative having been consulted as to the 
number; that because the military gov- 
ernment had formed a cabinet of six gec- 
retaries President Palma decided the 
matter for himself, following the lead of 
his predecessor. He also claimed that it 
was the duty of the president to have ap- 
pointed. at least one colored man as a 
cabinet officer; that such recognition was 
due the race. He expressed his dissatis- 
faction that though the president knew 
there was opposition to the appointment 
of Mr. Quesada as minister to the United 
States, nevertheless he had persisted in 
making the selection. Also that the presi- 
dent was trying to prevent General Gomez 
from occupying any public office. He took 
up again the matter of the publication of 
the president's message in The Discusion 
before it had reached the senate, claim- 
ing that it was done under sanction of 
one of the secretaries. That still seems 
to be a mystery. The fact remains that

Washington, June 24.—(Special.)—After 
reading in The Constitution the rejoinder 
of Judge Speer to his speech comparing 
bankruptcy costs in federal courts, Judge 


Bartlett said today: 

“The figures I have were taken from 
the report of the attorney general made 
to this congress, dated November 30, 1901, 
and embraced the reports Of bankruptcy 
business transacted by districts for the 
year ending September 30, 191. And the 
statement of business transacted since 
then was furnished me by the department 
of justice here. The figures are not mine, 
nor made by me. They were collected 
by the department of justice from the 
reports of the clerks of the United States 
courts and the referees in bankruptcy for 
the southern district of Georgia. What 
the records of the court show as to 
amounts paid out and distributed and 
which have not been reported to the at- 
torney general as required by law, I am 
not informed. I know nothing of the two 
cases referred to, namely, the J. R. 
Fried case and the J. F. Johnston case, 
in which it is stated that in 1901 in three 
months there were dividends distributed 
amounting to $45,667. The figures report- 
ed by the attorney general in his report 
for the year ending September 30, 1901, 
show that altogether in the southern dis- 
trict there were paid in dividends and 
to pay priorities $12,129.41.” 

The following ig the statement in the 
attorney general’s report: 

“In the cases of involuntary bank- 
ruptcy. There were paid in dividends, 
$2,556.55. Priorities, $194. In voluntary 
cases "were paid out in dividends $658.86. 
In priorities $8,720. Making a total paid 
out to dividends and priorities $12,129.41. 

“If these figures, which I quoted and 
which are contained in the report of the 
attorney general, are incorrect, the fault 
is not mine,’ said Judge Bartlett.

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HILL MAKES THE ONLY SPEECH 


TO JURY TRYING MILLARD LEE 


“ttomeys for Defense Will Sub- 
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mit Case Without 
Arsument. 
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THE JURY THIS MORNING 


Defense Made Motions for Mistrial 
on Account of Questions Asked 
by Solicitor Hill—Expert 

Tetimony Was Gone Over 
Again Yesterday. 


The Millard Lee murder tria}. is near- 
ing a conclusion and the fate of the pris- 
oner will this morning be in the hands of 
the jury, which will determine whether 
he shall be punished for the slaying of 


4 Miss Lilla May Suttles. 


The hearing of testimony Wags con- 
cluded yesterday afternoon and the only 
Bpeech of the case made by Solicitor 
Pharlie Hill. A surprise wag sprung by 
Attorney Reuben Arnold, Jr., leading 
founsel for the prisoner, who announced 
that no speech would be made for the 
defense. 

As the defense introduced testimony, the 
State had the opening and congoluding 
argument and Solicitor Hill was making 
the opening speech when Attorney Ar- 
nold made his announcement. Thig ren- 
dered the trial shorter than was expected, 
as it was at first thought there would be 
two speeches on each side. 

The speech of Solicitor Hill was one of 
the strongest ever heard in a Georgia 
court house. In the most forcible and 
vigorous language at his command the 
solicitor scathingly denounced the mur- 
der of Miss Suttles. He paid a beautiful 
tribute to the deceased girl, his impres- 
sive eloquence moving Dr. J. M. Suttles, 
her father, to such ah extent as to cause 
him to weep and sob. Throughout the 
epeech Lee retained a half-reclining pos- 
ture, with his head resting on a table 
and showed no signs of being affected. 

The scene in the court room during the 
gepeech was dramatic and impressive. 

Day Full of Incidents. 

The second day of the trial was marked 
by several interesting features. A large 
number of witnésses was introduced by 
both the state and defense, the substance 
of the evidence for the former being that 
Lee was sane at the time of the killing, 
while the evidence for the defense was to 
the effect that he was insane. Medical ex- 
perts were put on the stand by both sides, 
their testimony being in direct conflict as 
to the mental condition of the prisoner. 
The experts for the defense maintained 
that Lee is a mental epileptic and irre- 
sponsible, while the experts for the state 
testified that they had failed to find 
signs of mental epilepsy and declared the 
prisoner to be sane. 

The defense closed yesterday afternoon 
and the state put in its evidence to meet 
the insanity issue in rebuttal, closing 2t 
5 o’clock. Solicitor Hill then spoke, his 
argument being of two hours’ duration. 
Judge Candler will deliver his charge to 
the jury this morning and the case wiil 
then be with the twelve men for determi- 


' nation. 


Attorney Arnold made two motions for 
a mistrial during the afternoon session, 
both being overruled by Judge Candler. 
The motions were based on remarks made 
by Solicitor Hill. 

At the opening of the afternoon session 
the ladies in the court room were instruct- 
ed to retire, owing to the nature of the 
expert testimony being introduced.

court yesterday morning and as in the 
previous trial related the past history of 
his son as to his mental condition. Owing 
to his paralytic condition Mr. Lee hag to 
be carried to and from the stand in his 
chair. He said that for years Millard had 
been afflicted with spasms and that fre- 
quently he would have spells. When un- 
der these spells, he said, Millard wouid 
become pale and cold. Sometimes the boy 
would appear to have only half sense. 
The witness also told of Lee leaving his 
home on two occasions without telling 
any one of his intentions. On the firet 
occasion he went to Florida and the sec- 
ond time he went to Spokane, Wash. He 
remained in the latter place about two 
months and when his money became ex- 
hausted he wrote to his father for means 
On which to return home. 

On cross-examination by solicitor Hill 
the witness stated that after the shoot- 
ing Millard came to the huuse and se- 
cured $60, after which he departed. Mr. 
Lee said he told the officers all he knew of 
his son’s whereabouts and informed them 
he did not intend to harbor him. 


Lee’s Mother Testifies. 

Mrs. Lee, the defendant’s aged mother, 
mext testified. She stated that she was 
in feeble health at the time of the birth 
of Millard. In answer to a question from 
Mr. Arnold the witness referred to the 
love affair that resulted in the tragedy, 
stating that her son had talked to her 
for some time of Miss Suttles. From her 
observation of Millard, the mother con- 
sidered him of unsound mind. 

Jack Lee, a brother of the prisoner, 
also testified as to Millard’s past condi- 
tion, testifying to practically the same 
facts as his parents. 

“Mr. Lee, from all of your knowledge 
of Millard, what do you consider his 
mental condition?’ asked Mr. Arnold. 

“He was insane ag-times,’’ was the an- 
swer. 

J. E. Harwell, a cousin of Millard 
Lee, testified as to Lee’s characteristics. 
He was questioned as to Lee’s attachment 
for Miss Suttles and told of a conversa- 
tion with him. 

‘‘Lee told me that he had written a 
letter to Miss Suttles,” said the witness, 
“and showed me the answer. It was in 
effect that the young lady refused to ac- 
cept his company. I told him the answer 
meant that she did not desire to have 
anything to do with him. Lee told me 
he did not think so. He said he cared 
too much for her and she too much for 
him for her not to want to have any- 
thing to do with him. I advised him to 
leave Miss Suttles alone; that he could 
not entertain her, but this did not seem 
to please him.”’ 

Tom Lee, brother of the prisoner, gave 
testimony as to peculiarities of his 
brother. 

Others testified as to Mee’s weak mental 
condition. 


Said He Was Idiotic. 

Miss Mary McGee, sister of Mrs. Lee 
and an aunt of the prisoner, considered 
him strange and idiotic. Mrs. Eliza Har- 
well, another aunt, gave substantially the 
Same opinion. 

During the direct examination by Mr. 
Arnold, Solicitor Hill made objection to 
a question, but Judge Candler admitted 
it. 

‘My friend has a good deal to learn,” 
remarked Mr. Arnold as he resumed. 

‘Well, I’m in a poor place to learn it,’’ 
rejoined the solicitor. 

“IT think you’d have a hard time learn- 
ing anywhere,” fired back Mr. Arnold. 

‘Yes, from you, I'll admit,’ sarcasti- 
cally replied the solicitor. 

Judge Candler stopped further repartee, 
the crowd already having been set to 
laughing. 

2£xperts on the Stand. 

The defense, at this juncture, begar the 
introduction of expert testimony. 

Dr. T. M. Hubbard, who had examined 
Lee in the Tower, testified that he found 
Lee to be below the average man mental- 
ly; also found him indifferent to the out- 
come of the casé. Witness did not be- 
lieve Lee feigning. He believed the 
prisoner suffering with mental epilepsy, 
and that he was laboring under an 
epileptic paroxysm at the time of the 
tragedy. Mental epilepsy, he said, is 
classed as one of the most dangerous 
forms of insanity. 

The witness was subjected to a rigid 
cross examination at the hands of 
Solicitor Hill. Dr. Hubbard left the 
stand at 1:40 o'clock, and court then 
took a recess until 2. o’clock. 

Afternoon Session. 

On the reconvening of court after the 
dinner recess, Dr. J. C. Spratlin was 
placed on the stand. Dr. Spratlin is an 
Albany physiciam who was formerly} 
connected with an insane asylum in 
New York state. He offered testimony 
explaining the nature of different forms 
of epilepsy that had come under his ob- 
servation in the New York asylum. 

Dr. Spratlin examined Lee in the Tower 
a few days ago and was closely ques- 
tioned by Mr. Arnold as to the result. 

“Doctor, from your examination, what 
do you consider the mental condition o: 
the defendanft?”’ asked Mr. Arnold. 

“I regard him as an imbecile of the 
second degree; I also consider him 4 
mental epileptic.’ 

Asks a Mistrial. 

In cross examining the witness, 
Solicitor Hill made a remark that caused 
Attorney Arnold to instantly jump to 
his feet and move for a mistrial, Judge 
Candler overruled the modticn. 

The solicitor had asked the question: 

“Doctor, is this defendant affected with 
incipient epilepsy?” 

“There is no such thing as Incipient 
epilepsy,’’ was the reply. 

“Well, I agree with you there,” 
marked the solicitor. 

‘Your honor, I move for a mistrial,” 
exclaimed Mr. Arnold. “That remark is 
sufficient ground for a mistrial.” 

“7 overrule the motion,” stated the 
judge. 

In answer to a question from. the 
solicitor, Dr. Spratlin declared that 
preparation for a crime, flight, and the 
fact that the perpetrator gave reasons 
for the act, after its commission, did not 
indicate sanity, but, on the contrary, was 
not inconsistent with insanity. 

At the conclusion of this evidence, At- 
torney Arnold announced closed for the 
defense, and the state began the intro- 
duction of testimony in rebuttal, in an 
effort to meet the insanity plea. The 
expert medical testimony was first pre- 
sented. 

Dr. J. J. Knott was called to the stand 
and related the result of an examina- 
tion of Lee. He testified that he found 
no trace of insanity and discovered no 
evidence of epilepsy. He was satisfied 
the defendant knew the difference be- 
tween right and wrong. 

The solicitor stated the history of the 
principal facts of the case hypothetically, 
and asked the witness what the facts 
indicated. 

“Anger, hatred and revenge,” was the 
anewer. 


Te- 


Thought Lee Sane. 

Dr. J. B. Baird was the next witness. 
The trend of his evidence was to show 
Lee to be sane. In answer to a hypo- 
thetical question, the witness expressed 
the opinion that Lee’s actions prior to 
and subsequent to the killing indicated a 
sane man. The substance of the cross 
examination by Mr. Arnold was an ef- 
fort to show that epileptics frequently 
commit acts of violence while uncon- 
scious; later remembering the act as 
they would a dream. 

Dr. W. C. Fisher, the county physician, 


told of seeing Lee in the Tower. 
found no trace of epilepsy. 

In reply to a question from the solicitor. 
Dr. Fisher testified to a remark made 
by Lee last Friday or Saturday. 

‘I asked Lee about the trial of last 
week, and he stated that some of the 
witnesses, calling them by name, had not 
told the truth when they testified he had 
made threats against Miss Suttles.” 

Condition Was Normal. 

Dr. B. W. Bizzell, who had also ex- 
amined the prisoner, testified that he 
found his condition normal. He found 
no evidence of imbecility, and thought 
he knew the difference between right 
and wrong at the time of the killing. 

Professor L. O. Kimberly, a_ school 
teacher, who had taught Lee seven or 
eight months during three years, testi- 
fied that Lee was dull in some studies, 
but that he was very good in arithmetic. 
Lee never had any spells in schoo], and 
the witness never heard of the spells 
re gr killing. The witness had drill- 
ed ie in a dialogue. He th 
defendant knew right from ea = 

Professor John Vrallace, another school 
teacher, thought Lee knew right from 
wrong. 

A. M. Willis testified to a conversation 
had with Lee in the Tower. He stated 
that he asked Lee What his defense

C. D. Comstock, assistant jaile - 
fied that Lee sent for him on owe A at 
and said he wanted to be shaved.

Lee Used a Mirror. 

J. H. Kimberly, by whom Lee sat in 
the Ben Hill church On the day of the 
tragedy, was next on the stand. He 
testified to seeing Lee take a mirror from 
his pocket and adjust his tle and straight- 
en his hair just before the service was 
concluded. He testified that he went to 
school with Lee for a year and never 
knew of his having any peculiar spells. 

W. M. Hatha)dck, who taught Lee at one 
time, swore that the prisoner was above 
the average as a pupil in some things and, 
not so proficient as others in some 
studies. He declared his belief that Lee 
was capable of distinguishing right from 
wrong. 

D. E. Herren, justice of the peace of 
Bryants district, testified to having wit- 
nessed a land transaction between Lee 
and another party in which Lee. after 
the papers had been signed, paid over 
the money. 

James Head swore to Millard Lee tend- 
ing the cotton gin on the place of Lee's 
father. He said Millard would calculate 
the amount of toll for ginning and would 
take it out. He swore Lee was a man 
of peculiar characteristics and disposition,

but always seemed capable of attending 


to his own business and of making money. 

Jailer Fair told of Lee subscribing for 
The Constitution since being placed in 
jail. 

W. R. Chastain, alleged moonshiner 
from Cherokee county, testified about 
Lee giving him money to subscribe for a 
newspaper. 

A. E. Cochran said he would never think 
of Millard Lee running for the presidency 
of the United States on his intellectual 
endowments, but that Lee always attend- 
ed to his own business. 

John Barrow, ‘an eyewitness to the 
tragedy, swore there was nothing unusual 
in Lee’s manner at the cnurch on the 
Sunday Miss Lee was slain. 

Solicitor Hill rested at this point, 


A Little Tilt. 

Court Stenographer A. M. Hoke was 
put on the stand by Mr. Arnold. He re- 
ported the murder case. Mr. Arnold tried 
to show that Drs. Nicolson, Black and 
Pinckney had been on the stand before 
and that Mr. Hill had kept them in the 
witness room all day yesterday, but would 
not put them up. 

A tilt between Mr. Hill anu Mr. Arnold 
then resulted, 

“I'll put them up,” said Mr. Hill. 
Dr. Pincknev.”’ 

The solicitor showed that Mr. Arnold 
sent the witness to examine Lee, but af- 
ter he did so, Mr. Arnold did not put 
him on tne stand. but Mr. Hill did. He 
said Lee was of a low grade mentally, 
but he thought could distinguish between 
right and wrong.

stand, as he had been sent to the jail to 
examine Leé by the defanse and that they 
had not put him up 

Mr. Arnold at once again moved for a 
mistrial on the ground of the solicitor’s 
statement. Judge Candler overruled the 
motion. 

Solicitor Hill 
for the state. 

The solicitor asked for an extension of 
from two to three hours for the speeches 
for the state and Judge Candler allowed 
the extension for both sides. 

Hill Makes Argument. 

Mr. Hill then made his argument for the 
state. He made a forceful and eloquent 
speech and attacked the defense of in- 
sanity in a vigorous style. He ridiculed 
the idea that Lee is an epileptic and de- 
clared that the killing of Miss Suttles 
showed expressed and implied malice, 
tie argued that Lee had made the threat 
that he intended to ‘"nx’’ Miss Sutties for 
slighting him; that he made preparation 
for the act and preparation for flight. 

The solicitor argued that a diabolical 
murder had been committed and that the 
defendant is guiity of murder. In re- 
ferring to the act, the speaker said: 

“Gentlemen, never during all the years 
I have been solicitor, have I ever asked 
a jury to impose the death penalty on a 
prisoner, but I will state that if this case 
does not call for the extreme penalty, I 
can never ask for it in anotner case.” 

He pitted the expert testimony of the 
state against that of the defense and de- 
Clared that the evidence was conclusive 
of the defendant's sanity. All of the cir- 
cumstances and details of the case, he 
contended, pointed to the act as that of a 
sane man. 

During the progress of the speech, Mr. 
Arnold stated that if Mr. Hill said no 
more than he had already stated, he 
would not make a speecn. 

In a most masterly style the solicitor 
painted a vivid word picture of the trag- 
edy; of the scene enacted in Wesley 
chapel on the Sunday -of the killing, and 
massing all of the facts, declared Lee 
had acted from a motiv:; that the act reé- 
sulted from despised love and jealousy, 

In closing, Mr. Hill brcught into use a 
forceful figure of speeca. 

“Gentlemen of the jury,’”’ said he, Je 
you can take this indictment and write on 
it a verdict of not guilty, then it will 
have but one further use; turn it into a 
torch with which to fire the temple of 
justice,”’ 

At the conclusion of the speech, court 
adjourned until 8:30 o’clock this morning.

SOCIOLOGISTS ARE 
IN SESSION HERE 


Question of State Care of Orphans Was 
Under Discussion. 


‘MAY GO TO THE LEGISLATURE 


}Other Interesting Topics Were Dis- 
cussed—Objects of the Society 
Are Stated—Many Promi- 
ment Georgitns Taking 
Part,in Meetings. 


———— 


The Georgia State Sociological Society 
amet in first annual session in the lecture 
room of the First Methodist church yes- 
terday morning. The proceedings were 
opened with prayer by Rev. C. W. Byrd. 
President R. R. Kime, M. D., presided. 

At the opening of the session the presi- 
dent explained the object of the society, 
stating that it was to unite all the pro- 
fessional, business and industrial in- 
terests of the state in he most efficient 
manner possible. The specia! object is to 
ascertain the primal cause of crime, 
vice and disease, instituting measures 
of prevention by eliminating the cause of 
each, such knowledge as will tend to up- 
lift and better the condition of the human 
race. 

In the absence of Dr. W. W. Landrum, 
Rev. J. C. Solomon made the address of 
welcome, which was responded to in his 
happy charactéristic way by W. D. Up- 
shaw. He expressed the pleasure of the 
society at being in Atlanta. 

The only paper read at the morning's 
session was on “The State's Case of the 
Orphans,” by Dr. J. E. Spratlin, of For- 
syth. In this paper Dr. Spratlin urged 
that the influence of the society he used 
to bring about the establishment by the 
state of an orphan asylum. While he did 
not contend that the asylums established 
and maintained by the churches and other 
institutions were in any way negligent of 
their duties, yet the state was better able 
nnd should take up this part of charitable 
work. 


Interesting Discussion. 

The paper brought on discussion by Dr. 
A. R. Holderby, Miss Emmie Lou Gar- 
rett, Rev. C. A. Langston and Dr. J. C. 
Solomon, the latter paying a high tribute 
to the secret societies, which, he thought, 
were doing much good in relieving the 
distress of the widow and orphan. 

Dr. J. L. Hiers, of Savannah, spoke in 
favor of a state orphan asylum and took 
occasion to urge the members of the so- 
ciety to do all in their power to increase 


Its membership so that, he said, “in a 
short while we can go before the Georgia 
legislature and demand and get what 
we want.” 

Rev. C. B. Wilmer moved a committee 
of five be appointed .to report at the next 
meeting of the society on the whole sub- 
ject of the care of orphans. This motion 
was carried. 

Much discussion was provoked by a 
resolution introduced by L. L. Parham 
that a committee of twelve be appointed 
to gather statistics of certain industrial 
Bchools and petition the general assembly 
of Georgia at its next session for a stats 
Industrial institution. The resolution was 
referred to the board of directors. 

Afternoon Session. 

Two papers were read before the soclety 
at the afternoon session—one on 
‘‘Alcoholism,’’ by Dr. W. B. Parks, of 
this city, and ‘‘Alcoholism, Insanity and 
Crime,” by Dr. Daniel R. Brower, of 
Chicago. Both of these papers provoked 
much discussion. Rev. J. L. D. Hillyer 
spoke on ‘*Pe liquor question. F. 8, 
Key Smith. of Rome, answered Mr. Hill- 
ver in a strong speech. 

The following resolution was introduced 
by F. S. Key Smith and adopted: 

‘Resolved, That we are in favor of 
establishing at Washington city a 
Jaboratory for the study of the criminals 
pauper and defective classes, it being 
understood that such information is a 
development of work already begun un- 
der the federal government. That such 
study shall include the collection of 
sociological and pathological data in 
hospitals, schools and other institutions; 
that especially the causes of socia) evils 
shall be sought out with a view to 
ameliorating or preventing them.” 

Evening Session. 
_ The evening session was taken up large- 
ly by the reading and discussion of a 
paper on ‘“‘Sensationalism,”” by C. F. 
Douglass, 
Douglasville, Ga. In this paper Mr. 
Douglass took the stand that the news- 


papers did much harm in publishing news/ 


of a sensational nature, such as murders; 
rapes and burning of victims. 

F. S. Key Smith spoke on the subject 
and contended that it was best for the 
news to be known. He was followed by 
Revs. Wilmer, Hillyer and _ others, 
who argued strongly in favor of the sup- 
pression of all news that was of a sensa- 
tiona] nature, and also against sensation- 
alism whether from the pulpit, platform 
or press. 

The session was closed with the an- 
gmouncement of the programme for today. 

Many from different portions of the 
gtate and from Atlanta are attending the 
meetings of the society. The delegates 
include prominent ministers, lawyers and 
doctors. Among them are: 

F. S. Key Smith, of Rome; W. D. Up- 
shaw, of Forsyth; C. F. Douglass, of 
Douglasville; Dr. J. L. Hiers, of Savan- 
nah.

L. B. Davis, Dr. R. R. Kime, F. P. Gam- 
ble, L. L. Parham, Rev. J. L. D. Hill- 
yer, Dr. E. C. Cartledge, Dr. J. C. Olm- 
stead, Dr. J. F. Gastin, Jr., Dr. J. N. 
Browner, Miss Emmie Lou Garrett, Mrs. 
W.H. Wiggs and Mrs. M. L. McLendon.

If 
the stitches are a little long the inspec- 
tor docks the price. if the buttons are 
not sewed just as these ‘ins, ,ectors’ 
think they should be tnen the woman is 
docked. Often, we were told, these “in- 
spectors”’ rip a garment from end to end 
with one crue] sweep of tne hand and 
the woman can do nothing but submit. 
So it is, with the small F chi paki for the 
work and then these dockings the poor 
woman ig nearly starved, which may 
well impress us all that living in town ig 
not the great thing that many believe.

DEPUTIES QUIET . 


Refused To Work—Whisky and Craps 
Alleged Cause. 

Tuscaloosa, Ala.; June 24.—(Special.j— 
Yesterday afternoon fourteen deputies, in 
charge of Deputy Sheriff Latham, left 
the city for Copelands, on the grade of 
the Warrior Southern railroad, some 16 
miles north of the city.

FIRE BROKE OUT 


Firemen Had Hard Time Fighting Fire 
Last Night 


DECATUR STREET MAIN CUT 


No Water at the Police Barracks. 
Prisoners Suffered and Captain 
Thompson Came Near Turn- 
ing Them Out—Cause 
of the Trouble. 


A fire broke out in the grocery store of 
E. P. Oakes, 159 Decatur street, last 
night about 11 o'clock, and on account of 
the Georgia Railway and Electric Com- 
pany having laid a spur track on Pied- 
mont avenue and the water main having 
been cut, the firemen had a hard time 
getting water.

The cutting off of the water main at 
the cornér of Piedmont avenue and De- 
catur streets last night kept the police 
barracks from having water. 

The prisoners, who were thirsty from 
having drank liquor when arrested, beg- 
ged piteously for water all through the 
night. Captain Thompson was indignant 
because he had not been notified of the 
water supply being cut off. 

A few days ago the street car company 
laid a spur track on Piedmont avenue 
from Decatur street to the railroad and 
it became necessary to move the water 
valve. The main had to be cut and 
this caused the water to be cut off. 

Captain Thompson thought seriously of 
turning out the suffering prisoners. 

This state of affairs along with the fire 
near the police barracks provoked some 
severe criticism.

New York, June 24.—The cotton market 
epened firm with prices unchanged to 5 points 
higher and continued to work steadily up- 
ward during the next half hour on eager de- 
mand from shorts and foreign buying, added 
to which was some bull support and comm i6- 
gion house buying.

But the weekly govern- 
ment crop weather report which came out at 
gnidday once more turned the scale in the 
bulls’ favor, and for the rest of the session 
the tendency was steadily upward, with prices 
elosing about top. Shorts were nervous, buy- 
ers throughout the last hour, with prominent 
Greek spot cotton interests and the Wall 
etreet contingent apparently the leading bid- 
ders. The south was a moderate buyer on 
the late advance and Europe, too, seemed to 
be absorbing fall months’ offerings. The mar- 
ket finally was steady, net 3 to || points high- 
er. Total sales were estimated at 125,000 
bales.

New York, June 24.—Cotton futures in the 
market opened firm in tone with first prices 
unchanged to 5 points higher. The betterment 
was on an active demand from shorts and 
moderate foreign buying in large based on 
further drought reports from the southwestern 
portion of the cotton belt. As the session wore 
on the market showed a firm tendency and 
gained several points in a comparatviely short 
time. But on the higher prices there was 
& general dispositfon to take profite and a 
set back in values ensued. The unfavorable 
news from London was also a matter which 
tended to make the bulls proceed cautiously, 
and much outside business was -withheld to 
await developments. There was a good de- 
mand, however, for spot cotton on this side 
and in Europe, and this prevented any decline 
in values Shorts continued to show a great 
deal of anxiety: hroughout the session and took 
advantage of dips on which to reduce their 
committments. The weather chart from Wash- 
ington gave generally clear conditions through- 
Out the belt. The June options attracted a 
Sreat deal of attention by selling at high prices, 
and there was some talk of of a possible cor- 
ner. However, conservative traders paid very 
little attention to it, and the excitement in 
this option soon subsided. The weekly govern- 
ment crop report was about as expected, and 
the late market generally reflected a bull 
tendency, though at the better prices there 
was more less quiet selling in the shape 
of profit-taking. The feeling at the close was a 
little mixed. 


H. & B. Beer’s Cotton Letter. 


New Orleans, June 24.—Early Liverpool ad- 
vices were more favorable than expected, 
and our market in sympathy opened 2 to 
5 points higher, subsequently improved 3 to 
5 points additional, when it was ascertained 
that fair weather prevailed throughout the 
belt with no rain during the past twenty-four 
hours, being accellerated by’ the prediction 
for fair weather in Texas during tonight and 
Wednesday. About this time Liverpool became 
easier on the postponement of the coronation 
services and the report that King Edward had 
been onerated on for appendicitis. Values here 
in reeponse sagged slightly, but again became 
steadier after the issuance of the weekly 
weather report, which was favorable for all 
States except Texas and portions of Louisiana. 
The net gain on the day was 3 to 5 points. 
The summary of the’ weekly weather report 
was as follows: ‘“‘As in the previous week, 
cotton has experienced favorable conditione over 
the northern portion of central and western 
districts and generally throughout the eastern 
portion of the cotton belt. Lice, however, are 
more extensively reported and some flelds 
South Carolina are grassv, with little rain 
in Texas and only scattered showers over the 
southern portion of the central districts. The 
growth of cotton bas been checked, especially 
in Louisiana and Texas, and in the last named 
State shedding, bloonting to tops and unsatis- 
factory fruiting are reported, but lice and 
boll weevil are disar~-earing.’’ Late reports 
relative to the kine were that the royal family 
had been summoned to his bedside, age his con- 
dition was precarious. In the event of the 
king’s death it will have a tendency to un- 
settle finances and may disrupt. business gen- 
erally. The continued absence of rains in 
Texas for a week or ten days more will un- 
doubtedly cause coneiderable apprehension as 
to the probable outturn of that state. 


Murphy & Co.’s Cotton Letter. 


New York, June 24.—No little surphise wae 
occasioned this mornine when the market for 
cotton rose 2 to 5 points and continued to 
advance until 10 points was shown. The early 
renorts from Liverpool were assuring as to 
prices, but after .....r receint came news of 
the king’s illness -~-* Indefinite postponement 
of the coronation. This caused: a temporary 
halt in the eagerness of bulls to buy on the 
Texas weather situation. No rain was reported 
in that sate early in the day, and, moreover, 
no rain was in sight. while there was expecta- 
tion of a bullish weekly report frora Waehine- 
ton at noon. But regardless of all other con- 
siderations the fact remains that the month of 
June ‘<« drawing a close with a drought 
of severity in some sections of the state and 
the sfuatior ts fast approaching a serious 
one. Rains may yet help to make a big crop, 
but their cele may reduce the yield decidedly, 
and this is borne in mind. Shorts were cover- 
ing and Liverpool was buying here, but despite 
the early gain the market was dull. The week- 
ly crop report from Washington made no ref- 
erence to the drought In Texas, and was. on 
whole, favorable, except for portions of 
Texas, Louisiana and South Carolina. Receipts 
at ‘e were 6,000, against 19,000 last year. 


Summary of Crop Conditions. 


Washington, June 24.—The weather bu- 
reau’s weekly summary of the crop condi- 
tions is as follows: 

The weather ending June 3 was abnormally 
cool in all districts east of the Rocky 
mountains, except along the South Atlantic 
and gulf coast, with more or less damaging 
frosts in the central and northern Rocky 
mountain districts, the Dakotas, Minnesota 
and portions of lowa and New York. Local 
showers have afforded relief in portions of the 
central gulf states and over very limited areas 
in Texas, but in much the greater part of 
that state no rain has fallen and high temper- 
atures have prevailed. Portions of the lower 
Missouri valley and lower lake region con- 
tinue to suffer from excessive rains. The con- 
ditions on the Pacific coast were favorable, not- 
Withstanding the* prevalence of hot, drying 
winds in Washington. 

In the lower Missouri valley, Oklahoma, 
Kentucky, Tennessee and the middle and 
southern Atlantic states corn has made fa- 
vorable progress. In the central gulf states 
early corn has been seriously injured by 
drought and in Texas the crop is the poor 
est for a number of years. Winter wheat 
harvest has been delayed by rain in the 
lower Missouri valley, but has progressed fa- 
vorably in the Ohio valley and middle Atlan- 
tic states. The crop has experienced no un- 
favorable conditions during the week. 

Spring wheat has made excellent progress 
generally throughout the spring wheat re- 
ion. 
oe in the previous week, cotton has expe- 
rienced favorable conditions over the north- 
ern portions of the central and western dis- 
trict and generally in the southeastern por- 
tion of the cotton belt. Lice are, however, 
more extensively reported, and some flelds in 
South Carolina are grassy. With very little 
rain in Texas, and only scattered showers 
over the southern portion of the central dis- 
tricte, the growth of cotton has been check- 
ed, especially in Louisiana and Texas, and 
in the last named state shedding, blooming to 
the tops and unsatisfactory fruiting are re- 
ported, but lice and boll weevil are disap- 
pearing.

such ordinance. It shall require a vote 
of two-thirds of all the members elected 
to each branch of the general counc:. . 
pass such ordinance over the mayor's 
veto. 

Rights Shall Cease. 

Sec.—Be it further enacted by the au- 
thority aforesaid, That at the termina- 
tion of any franchise or right granted by 
the mayor and genera] council of the city 
of Atlanta all the rights or property of 
the grantee to the use of the streets, 
avenues, parkways, highways and alleys, 
above, below or on the surface, shall 
cease without compensation. If any ex- 
isting competing company, or the stock- 
holders of or trustees for any competing 
company, shall obtain, possession of any 
franchises hereafter granted, the same 
shall thereupon be forfeited, and revert, 
together with any structures made Db) 
reason of said grant, to the said city of 
Atlanta, free from any claim whatever 
by the company to whom the grant was 
made or its assigns. 

Sec.—Be it further enacted by the au- 
thority aforesaid, That the mayor and 
general council may from time to time 
pass appropriate ordinances, not incon- 
sistent with the constitution and laws of 
the state, to carry the provisions of this 
title into effect, but shall not part with 
the sights. and duty at all times to ex- 
ercise in the interests of the public full 
municipal superintendence, regulation and 
control in respect to all matters conmected 
with such grant and not inconsistent with 
the terms thereof, or in violation of vest- 
ed rights or private property. 

Sec.—Be it further enacted by the 
authority aforesaid, that, the terms, con- 
ditions and restrictions in this chapter 
provided shall not apply to grants Or 
franchises for the carriage of persons or 
freight for hire, or pther like service, 
where either compressd air, steam or elec- 
tricity, or ike principle, or animai power 
is used in the same, where there is no 
fixed structure laid or erected in, or un- 
der the street for the use or exercise of 
such franchise. 

City To Acquire Them. 

Sec.—Be it turther enacted by the au- 
thority aforesaid, that the authority is 
hereby given the city of Atlanta to grad- 
ually acquire and uitimately Own ils 
public utilities. To this end it ig hereby 
ordained toat it shall be lawful for the 
city of Alianta to Duy existing pubDiic 
uthity piauis or to build new pianis, 
when, in. tae opinion of the mayor and 
general cbuncu, ‘the best interests of the 
city so require, subject to the limitation 
placed by the constuution upon the citys 
rignts to issue bonds or create indebted- 
ness. 

Sec.—Be it further enacted by the 
authority aforesaid, that, as speeaily as 
possible after the adoption of this char- 
ter, it shall be the duty of tne mayor 
and city council, with the aid of the city 
comptroller and city attorney to prepare 
a list of the various grants made to the 
public utility companies by tne city of 
Atlanta, and the same ehall be kept on 
file in the comptroller’s office, subject at 
al] times to examination by the public. 

Sec.—Be it further enacted by the au- 
thority aforesaid, that, it shall, further- 
more, be the duty of the comptroller to 
publish a complete list of sald grants, to 
gether with the times when the same 
expire, ghowing date of grant and date 
of expiration, in his annual] report each 
year along with the list of city debts 
and city assets. 

Sec.—Be it further enacted by the au- 
thority aforesaid, that two years before 
any grant or franchise expires, to ap- 
point a special committee, one-half of 
whom shall be eitizens of Atlanta, not

thing as a sanitary department. As is 
well known, the present sanitary force 
while extremely diligent is far too small 
to cover the city, and it is proposed to 
have the police department heln them tn 
the work o* keeping the city clean. Each 
patrolman will be furnished with a small 
book to be known as an “information 
book.” This book will be arranged in 
“ages of three perforated slips. The first 
Slip will be a printed form of notice to 
the owners of property to clean up thaf- 
Tremises. When ec patrolman sees on 
his beat a lot that is dirty and full of 
trésh or garbage he will write a formal 
notice on the first slip teiling the one re- 
sponsible to clean uv his property. This 
netice he can leave at the proper place 
as he patrols his beat. Ifina dav or two 
or a reasonatlie time the property has 
not been cleaned as dir2cted the second 
slip on the page will be one to file at 
the police barracks to have a care made 
against the property owner fer failin, 
to clean up as directed. The third piece 
Will Fe a stub for the patrolman servin= 
the notice and making the case to keep 
the dates that he grave notice and made 
the case. 

It would soon become a pride with the 
policemen to see which cculd keep tha 
cleanest beat and the citizens would soon 
learn that they could not keep dirty and 
unhealthy yremises. There are a large 
rumber of alleys in th> city that are 
Kept unclean by adjoining property own- 
“rs, and it Is customary in some places 
to throW garbage or the streets. 

This plan is in operation in many of 
the large cities and works admirably. It 
is not necessary to have large fines im- 
posed, but the recorder, ty imposing a 
nominal fine, will be of ereat assistance 
in reminding people c.f their duty to keep 
their premises clean.

THE RAINFALL WAS GENERAL 


Cotton Crop May Entirely Escape 
Damage by Blight and Shedding. 
Temperature Above Normal. 


Following is a general review of crop 
conditions of the state and a brief sum- 
mary from the principal agricultural 
counties for the week er€ing Monday, 
June 23: 


The weather of the past week waa erceD- 
tionally favorable to the erop interests of the 
etate. With an abundance of rainfall and 
tireh. althoneh not exceasive temnerature tn 
nearly all sections. crops were given an @x- 
cellent opportunity to recover from previous 
drought, and a vigorous and 
Numerous cor- 
respondents assert that the present anpearance 
of the stanle crons ie the best known in eev- 
eral seasons. The rainfall was heavy to ex- 
cessive in several localities. more especially 
in the southern counties where the amounts 
for the week were. in a few instances. from 
5 to more than 7 tnchee. The majority of 
the central, eastern and northeastern counties 
also received a bountiful supply of moisture. 
hut in the northwestern sections complaint 
is still made that the rainfall fs not suf- 
ficient for more than present needs. The 
week closed with cool weather prevailing, 
the temperature on Monday registering below 
60 degrees over the greater portion of the 
state. and as low as 50 degrees In the ex- 
treme northern portion. The condition of: the 
cotton crop continues highly favorable, gen- 
erally speaking. Reports of damage by blight 
and shedding ere almost entirely absent, but 
lice are infesting the plants in many dis- 
The crop is in a fine state of culti- 
vation, and is fruiting’ well in the southern 
sections, it is blooming profusely in the 
middle counties, and is coming into bloom 
in the more forward fields in the northern 
districts. Corn is being laid by, and although 
this crop is small it has good color and Is 
favorably regarded. Shipments of peaches 
and melons are going on; melons are con- 
sidered a good crop; the quality of peaches 
is good, but the yield is rather below the 
average. Apples and peare are poor. 


Reports by Counties. 


Banks—Rainfall plentiful: all crops doing 
well: wheat rather short, oats and rye good; 
large grape crop indicated. 

Bartow—Seattered showers 
wheat harvest completed, yield short; pastures 
urying: crops well cleaned. 

Cobb—Local showers have occurred; crops do- 
ing very well; corn laid by; wheat harvest- 
ed, yield short but good quality; oats too 
low to eave well: fruit turning out better than 
anticipated: gardens need a soaking rain. 

DeKalb—Frequent rains have helped all 
growing crops and the latter are in fine con- 
dition: corn and cotton doing nicely; peas be-

Fannin—Good rains on the 1I9th and 22d;

Hall—Copious showers have revived vegeta- 
tion and the week was very favorable for 
farm work and growth of crops. 

Hart—Local showers during the week were 
of great benefit: cotton fs In splendid condi- 
tion: some upland corn laid by; wheat thresh- 
ing in progress, yield short; spring oats light; 
pastures much improved; vegetables plenti- 
ful.

condition, cotton blooming.
